ou buaiteſt , that thou haſt ſo fuccintly confuted their errors, 
highly commending the manner of thy writing , as that, which, 
for ought thow knoweſt , was never done by any , who never hand- 
led th ſe things with greater plaines and condeſcendmgnes to the 
meanelt capacity , and in ſo natrowa compaſſe , as thy uwne words 
bear. 1 he lignitying that it was thejulgement of ſome, that the pu- 
blishing of thy papers mig ht tend to dic ation; the crying up of thy 
Zede, forthe erdmances, and many other paſſages, roo tedious to 
relate doe very much vidence, an itching deſite in thee to be com- 
mended and applauded in thy enterpriſe. 

„ Inthe writing and framing of thy diſcourſe thou haſt introduced 
thy ſelfe , moſt chudiſb ; and ridicvlously , and rakeſt frequent occaſi- 
on to play upon thy own wor 8, and ſnatch, at them, as it thou

| | Now more particularly. 
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So ſoone as thou entereſt upon the matter of debate Pag. 2. thou 
beginneſt with great drſingemiaty : an evidence of what may be expec- 
ted or will be found throughout the reſt. For notwithſtanding the 
words of the Quaker, are of thy owne framing ,” and that they lye pa- 
tent befor thee , yet thou haſt not had ſo much Honeſty, - in thy 
anſwer as to ſubſume them aright. The Quaker (ayes » Iuſe not flat- 
a B tering 
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tering ticles , and give thee not be onizh (alutations and bowin 
l-aſt 1 should lin and be found an Idolatet; in aniwer.to.: 
thou beginneſt with a falſe ſubſumption , ping thou wand 
that he sbould call ſalutations and bawings heathenish, and Idolatrous. 
Indeed it is no ſtrange thing, that thou and other miſrepreſent us , 
and belyc us in repeating ont vr at a diſtance , when in this man- 
ner of writing thou canſt not truly repeat , thoſe words, which thou 
placeſt for outs, when they be juſt written, before thee. Is it nat 
one thing to lay, that Salurations that are heathenish or. beathenish 
ſalutations , cannot he uſed without ſin,  andidelatrie, and another 
thing to ſay , that ſelutations and bowings are heathenish , and i- 
dolatrous ? Who is ſo blind as not to fee here a vaſt diffe- 
rence. As to the firſt , who dares deny it to be a truth, that 
yvill offer to call himſelfe a Chriſtian? to vvit, that ſalutations , and 
bovviogs , that ate heathenish, cannot be uſed yvithout idolatrie and 
fin? But astorheother that Salutations and boyvings are heathenish 
and idelatrous , being taken ingenerall , vvas never (aid , nor judged 
by the Quakers , and therefore to charge them vvith it, is utterly falſe, 
and a lye , for ſuch ſalutations as Chrif commands, and the 4 
pratiſed , the Quakers dearly ovvne , and frequently. uſe, and ind 
ia them great retreshment becaus therethrough the liſe flow ves, and 
is communicated from one veßell to another, hut ſuch ſalutatiam, 
thou art ignorant of, and of the life that is there through communicat- 
ed, vvhich bears teſli monie againſt all that is heathenish and idolaty out, 
and leads out of it, and therefore in tlij dark mind,, vvouldſt m 
thence , plead for the cuſtomary ſalut atiuns pf the heathen, as appears 
by the proofs, thou bringeſt vv herein thy folly is very much mani 
telted. Cbriſt, ſayeſt thou, commanded; his. diſciplea, vvhea the 
entredinto a houſe to ſalute it, hee did ſo, and what mort ? And 
ifthe houſe be vyorthy , their-peage shall be upon it, to vvitt, the

world to this day, That other » alledged from Paul, ſaluting thg 
Churches makes as litle if not far leſſe to the purpoſe, Paul in his Epiſe 
tles 
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(mn) 
tler, who was ata vrear Gs, vvisheth grace and peace to the 
Churches from God the Father and the Lord le Chriit; Ergo wee 
ought to take of our hats, Can there be any thing more ridiculous? is 
this the greateſteeme yee put upon the ſcripturt/totake the ſalutations 
olthe bleſſed Apoſtle Paul lignified by the motions of the Holy Spirit , 
vvbich vvas the very bleſſing of Paul to rhe Churches or rather of the 
Spiru through him, for to prove your doing off hats, one of the cor. 
rupt cuſtoms of this vvorld. Is not this to make a mock of the Scrip- 
turs, and a ſtrete hing them te plead for that, againſt vvhichis the natu- 
rall rendencie of their teſtimonie. Next thou giveſt us Abrahams prac- 
tiſe ; but every practiſe of Abraham is not a rule to us, nor to you either; 
the like may be ſaid of that of Moſe;. Though Moſes did obeiſance to 
his father in law that makes nothing againſt us, far leſſe his kiſfing of 
him, and asking him of his vvelfare, both vyhich things the ave 
deny not. Thou acknoyy ledgeſt that religious vyorship given to the 
Creature is idolatrie. What is Religious Worship but that rekich is given 
to God ? and is not the bovving of the body, and uncovering of the 
head, the fignification of your Worship to Ged Aud if yee give the 
ſame to the Creature alſo, where is the difference ? for in the external 
ſignification it is not diſtinguished, unles it be ſaid to be, the inten- 
tion, whichif it be, wee shall have the Papiſts pleading the ſame, for 
their adoration of imager, and the relicls of the ſaints. And truly your 
being found in the ſe things gives them advantage in that matter. I hat 
courteſie and Cbriſtiamty are not repugnant, vvee deny not, and there- 
fore for Chriſtians to be Courteous one to another is very ft, vyhich in- 
deed that the Apefile commands wee acknowledge : But tharCourteſie 
conſilts in taking off hats, and boYving to one another, that reſts tor 
thee to prove. In the next place, to prove the iridifference of uſing the 
plurall number inſtead of the ſingular to one perſon, thou ſayeſt, thou 
art very confident , the Kingdome of God conſiſts not in vvords ſo am I 
too, yet | ſtrange , thou shouldſt fay ſo, confidering thy principles , 
for v+hat is all your preaching but werds, yea vyhat is the Scriprare 
it ſelſe, (1 meane that vyhich yee have of it, to vvit the letter) 
but words > And ſcing the very Goſpell according to yu, ts but a 
company of word: being a declaration of vvhat paſt , mary hundred 
years agoe, hovy has hy zeale here to oppoſe the Quakers made thee 


torget thy ſelfe in this matter ? Thou ſeyeſt, that to yyhich the fin- 
B 2 gular 
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gular numberis agreeable, the plurall may 
making alye. The proofs alleged for that be Maith, 23. 37. Luk, 
22.3 1+ 3 Epiſtle of lohn. verl. 13 , evince nothing in this matter, for 
the Contexts being rightly conſidered vvill clearly make out, that 
the vvords ate not applyed to one ſingle perſon only, excluſively of, 
others, and that of Lake is to a flock comprehending the diſciples ,, 
to vvhom hee yyas ſpeaking juſt before, but there is no confounding 
of the number, yvhere one ſingle perſon is only ſpoken to, and that 
vvithout underſtanding of any more. And though indeed it vvere 
good, that the difference vvere not greater, yet the differences in 


theſe things evidence that there be differences in greatet matters. 


And in refpect that yee are eſtranged from the principle that leads out 
of corruption in all things, therfor yee cannot ſee the vveight, that 
is in theſe things vvhich is more then yee are avvare of. 

pag. 3. Thou ſeemſt to take great advantage of theſe words. 
Heretotore I walked according to my light, and the ſame I doe 
ſtill, and while in the integritic of my heart, I walkedin the way, 
thou art now in, I dare not ſay, but Ged, countenanced me in it. 
Here thou makelt a great ſtirr as if thou hadſt brought the Quaker to 
a — Dilemma. But to paſſe by thy examining of the weak objection, 
which thou makeſt in the Quakers behalfe which I beleive was never 
alledged by any of them unto thee, as that wherwith they either only 
or ch:ifly defend themſe ves in this matter, To wit Salomons ſacrificing 
at gibion. As in many other particulars ſo in this thou ſtateſt the Qua- 
kers part, but too weakely, and faintly , yea disingenuouſly , for the 
light , which wee walk according unto and deſire to walk according, 
to it for ever, is the light of Chriſt in u, and not our light otherwiſe then 
by the free gift of God which wee doe freely acknowledge did shine 
in our bearts in ſome meaſure in the tyme, wee walked with you 
(though wee did not ſo knowit) and gave us ſome knowledge and diſ- 
cerning of things, and begot a meaſure of integrity and honeſty of 
heart towards the Lord in divers of us, and turned the bent of our 
hearts truly towards him in meaſure. And the Lord countenanced and 
viſited and ſometims refreshed us ſecretly in theſe dayes, with a re- 
gard to that meaſure of integrity he found in us, and not becaus of, 
or in reſpet unto that way of Profeſſion wee then walked in, which 
way wastruly a hurtuntous and not adyantage and it was not your 
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, which wee walked in with 500, that the Lord counteranted*" 


but the integrity and aprightnes , which hee had degot in us, and 
had placed in us, asatenderplantand as a root ia dry ground, un- 
der t duty mp te? | ator which burdened-it- and untill wee 
were brought out of your: way, by his arme which drew us, his 


ſeed and plant in us ſuffered , and was oppreſſed as a cart with Sheafes , 


but after wee were delivered from your os and turned to % way 
wee now walk in, the ſerd and piam, which ſuffered came to receive 


ſtrength, and be raiſed unto life and Dominion , as many are witneſſes at 


this day. Nor is this thy argument, any other, but that which 
which the papiſtsdid throw againſt thoſe who ſomietytnes walked with 


them in the popy/þ vvay of profeſſion ſome hundred years agoe vvben 


they came out from among them, yrhom the Lord viſited , vvhile 
they vyere among them, and at tymes refreshed them; till he 
brought them forth to vyitnes againſt them ;. for the Lord bath a 
people in Babylon, and hath his sheep, yvbich are ſcattered on the dry 
and barren mountains of many ſorts, and wayes of profeſſions, vvho- 
have ſome tender breathings , and deſires aſter him, and vvith a te- 
gard to his breathing ſced in them, hee vifits them, and refresheth 
them at tymes, vyhich yet proves not that they should remaine , 
vvhetethey are in Babylon , and upon the dry mountains of dead prefeſſi- 
ons and obſervations. For the Call of the Lordis unto them to come out 
of Babylon, and his arme is ſtretched forth, to'gather them, off from 
all theſe hills, unto his one boly bill, Mount Zion, that they may 
feed and lye downe with them, who were as sheep going aſtray, but 
are now returned unto the sbepherd & bisbop of their ſoules. Alſo may 
not thoſe of the Epiſcopall forme object the ſame , againſtthoſe who 
have left it, upon a further diſcovery , and yet its like thou will not 
deny, but ſome who have beene under the epiſcopall forme, had a 
meaſure of integrity to God, while under it, and with aregard to 
that theLord at tym s refreshed them Go does not frequently difcover 
his will to his Children, all at once, nor lead them throughly cut of 


things, out of which, they are to come, in an inſtam, and yet 
that hee countananceth them in there travel cannot, be denied; did not 


the Lord countenance Cornelias, before Peter came unto him? As

gainlt the kee, as well in the firſt, as in the loft ſteps of it, although 
it appeats: that when hee firſt began to preach, againſt indulgences, 
hee intended , not ſuch a thing as afterwadrs followed, but thi 
dmore and more unto him, till they came unto that periods 
they were brought unto, befor his drath j and who of you will ſay, 
that Gad did not countenance him from the beginning whileſt be held 
many things , which hee himſclfe came to lee to be wrong, and 
erred very grosſly in the matter of ConſubMantiation. The like may be 
ſaid of lobn Huſſe andothers, whom you acknovvledge to have beene 
Marizrs: at lalt thou endeſt it, vvith a queſtion, asking vvhither it 
be ſafe, to leane to the audience of that light, vvhich one vvhile 
ſayeth that ſuch a vvay is the vvay of Chriſt, and another vvhile thou 
muſt come out of it, for it is the vvay of Amichrift: To vvhich, 
vyhat is above mentioned, anſyvers ſufficiently , yet further I may 
eaſily retort the Queſtion thus, upon the moſt of all the nationall Minnie 
tryin Scotland, vyho are novy licking up, that vyhich they hereto» 
fore cryed out — as Antichtiſtian and vvich fire and ſvyord per- 
ſecuted thoſe vyho offered to plead for that vv ich novy they both 
practiſe, and avovy themſelſs in. Novy as the fault of this cannot be 
aſcribed to the ſcriptars , which is the rule, whereby they pretend 
to be guided fo. neither can oy mans inſtability that pretends to be 
guided by the light (if any ſuch thing could be showne) provethe 
light a guide not to be followed. 

To prove that Chriſt is not in all men, thou argueſt thus. Chrift 
is not inall men, becaus the Scripture ſpraks of a being without Chr: 
in the world, to which thou addeſt the Reaſon, the unconverted mu 
needs be without Chriſt, becaus they want the unning principle, vyhich 
is faith; to anſyver, that Chriſt is in them, but not in «nion vvith 
them, thou ſayeſt is a fond diffinction becaus the Seripturs vvay of 
expreſſing peoples union vvith Chrift, is by aſſerting Chrift to be in 
them, vvhichthou takeſt for granted, and from thence dravveſt thy 
concluſion , but if it be found to be ſalfe, then the vyhole fabric; 
falls, to the ground (as indeed fals it is): For even according 
to the Scriptures, the in being of Chriſt in men ſometimes ignites 
union, and ſometimes his exitence in them yyorking and operating

many hundred years agoe , and which many are ignorant of who 
have heard much of the outward: sheddi his blood, but know 
not the blood; as shed and poured forth in them to ſprinkle their 
conſcietces from dead works; tor it is a miflery ſealed up from all 
who ſtand in oppoſition to hisfight withw. But there, marke thy 
owne words, The plaiſtewmuſt be applyed , ere the ſore can de bealed, 
Muſt not then ſaving grate be apply-dere , the ſoul be converted, 
or healed ?

As for thy dete ittul infinuation , to render us odious, That if our 
principles were generally owned the nations in one age, er twe , would be 
overſpread with as palpable darknes , as the beathennations at this day are, 
Seeing it has nojuſt ground, wee returne it upon thee , as falſe and 
malicious: for It is rhe.owning the light & other principles held by us, 
therein, which will make theſe nations, and all others who owne

1.23+ It is manifeſt, that the illumination given to every man, is a 
new and ftesh viſitation of Gods love in Chriii freely given, unto them 
for ſalvation, 

Now at to the word Nature, if it berightlynnderſtood there shall 
be no great difference about it. For if by Nau thou underſtandeſt 
the Narure that is corrupt and fallen, and that which ſimply is derived 
from Adan, then wee deny, that, that Narere can claime any right to 
this Light 4 or that it can be ſaid to proceed, from that Name.

2, v. 14. cited by thee, 
where hee ſayeth , The Gemiles which bave not thr Law did by nature the 
things contained in the Law. Pot who will beſo groſſe, as to ſay that 
the Gentites by the corrupt Nature could doe the things contained in 
the Law, which is pre and Her? But by that Nate, hic h is one 
with the Las, towit , dine and beavenly , they might doe them. So 
that thou canſt not, but (tilt be accounted, a wiltul enemy to the Ligbrz 
while't thou oppoſeſt it, and doſt not turne toit, and by it, come to 
ſee the evil ofthy wayes, and ſotlake them. Page: 
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Pag.12- Though ithe here ered, in name of the Quakers), that 
the Scriptures ate of excellent, and bleſſed uſe, yer thou wilt not be- 
leeveit , and alledgeſt , thry will not make the due, uſe of them, 
for theſe Reaſons. Fil Becauſe a Bible thou ſayeſt , Is wot to be ſens 
in all our meetings ; But that will inferre nothing at all, tor wee meet 
not to read the Scripture, but to wait onthe Lord, and be he of 
him, and receive from his Sprrit , what hee pleaſeth to adminiſter, 
either in our ſelvs, or through the mouthes of his ſervants ; & wee meet 
to Worship Gd, whos wersbipis to be performed in Spirit and in truth, 
and not in externall reading. I hou ſayeſt Chrift reoks the book of the pro- 
phet Iſai ab and read out of it: But was not this, the performance of a 
legal duty, and in condeſcendence to the Tewer manner ? for it was in 
the ſpnagegue, but did he ever couſtitute it, as a part of the Cbriſlian 
worzhip; for one man to take the babe, and ſpeak upon it, and all 
the relt to be excluded from ſpeaking, while hee ptatles, his owne 
barren empty notions about it? shew me where that was the ptactiſe, or 
order among the Apefiles and primitive Chriſtians: In the churches way 
1. Cor, 14, there is no ſuch thing, but on the contrary vers. 29, 
let the Prophets ſpeake two or three, and let the other judge, if any thing be re- 
vealed to another that fits by, let the firſt hold bis peace for yee many all prophecy, 
one by ene, that all may learne, and all may be comforted. By which it plain- 
ly appears there was no ſuch ſetled ca/tome among them, but it 1s one 
of the maine inventions brought in, in the Apeſlacy, wherby barrennes 
and drynes hath entred and whetby the quickning unlimited life has 

beene {topped from flowing _—__ mary veſſels. It is true the 
Hpeilles at times cited Scriptures out of the law, and the Prophets, to 
the their fulfilling , or to open the mind of the Sit concerning 
them, which is frequent in our me« tings, to cite Scriptures, and 
open them in the ſame life and Spirit that gave them forth, in the order 
of the Spirit, but-not inthe order and way of mans wiſdome and Spirit, 
as is your way, which ſavours more of Ariſtotles School, then of the 
Church of Chyift. Secondly as to what thou ſaye ſt that it is not our way 
to encourage the People to read the Scriptures , and to try deftrines by 
them, tis utterly falſe,for wee deſire that all may come totry doctrines 
even by the Scripture , but were bid them allo come to thelight in them, 
to read and try dectrines, and underſtand the true ſence of the Scrip- 
twres therein , and if People did ſo wee know, that then your jug-

Thou canft not but ſmile , thou ſayeſt, that 4 man of underſtanding , rhoald 
grant the Scriptures to be a declaration of Gods mind, and yet deny them to be 
Gods VVord, for what is a VVord but a deg lar ation of ones, mind. 

Anſvv, Here thy lightnes appears, vvhich darkens thy underſſ an- 
ding: if thou muſt needs ſmile, doe it, at thy impertinent reaſon, 
for though a mans YVord, be the declaration of his mind, yet every 
declaration ofhis migd. is not his word: for ſignes may be a declaration 
of a mans mind, without his word, and people uſually diſtinguish 
betwixt a mans VYord, and his writ. And ſo though the ſcripture be a 
declaration of Gods mind, yet it is not his VVord, properly nor can 
thoſc properties which are declared of the V/ord, belong to the (crip- 
tures , as hath oft beene demonſtrated, but to that inward and living 
VVord, as it doth declare it ſelfe whether in the heart, or in the 
mouth. The Vora of God is like unto himſelfe, ſpirituall, yea Spirit 
and life , and thetefote cannot be heard, or read, with the natural 
extetnall ſenſes, as the Scriptures can, nor does the Scriptures cited by 
thee, as Hoſea. 1. 1, ,loel. 1. 1. Iſaiab. 38. 4. leremiab. 14. 1. 
prove thy intent, For that YYord, vyhich came unto the Prophers , 
vvas that from vvhichthe ſcriptures vver given forth, vybich VVord 
you confeſſe vyas immediate trom God, but you ſay, it is ceaſed to 
come novy. And did not all the Prophet / prophecie (gpm Chriſt , the 
Word? Thou mighteſt 38 vvell reaſon thus, thad vvben it is 
ſaid, the Spirit of the Lord came upon ſuch a one or to ſuch a one, 
that therefore the ſcripture is the Spirit, and ſo deny all Sirus, but 
that vvhich , is the Scripture as ſome doe, in other Setts, calling the 
vvritings of the Apoſtles and Evangeliſt; , the Spirit, and denying the 
neceſſity of any other thing, vvhich is abominable dececpt, and 
vvreſting of Scriture , and that the Prophets declaring their meſſage 
ſaid , thus ſaiththe Lord, provs that vvhat God ſpake in them, an 
through them, as the living Vora declareditſelfe , vvas the Verd of 
God, but not, the letter, or vvriting. And vvhereas thou ſayeſt it u 
all one to ſay , the ſcripture ſaith, and God ſezeth. Auſwer , by vvay of 
inference and collection, it may be ſaid, they are one, becaus of 
their agteement, yet the liying VVord and ſpeech of God, is not the 
ſcripture , more then the ſun beame , is the shadow h the one 
agrees vvith the other ; every obe that reads ot e ſcriptures 
read, hears not God immediatly, now that yvhich Godſpeaks to any,

or in any, immediatly, that is only his Vd ly unto them, As 
they yvho only read my Letter, cannot be ſaid , properly to hear 
me by Ver ot mouth. Chri#t (aid to the jewes , yee have not heard 
his voice, though they heard the ſcriprures and t ough the Apoſtle uſ- 
eth ſome ſcriptures out of the old Teſtament, it proys net, hee had 
not the /Vord of theLord ſpeaking them, immediatly in bim, and to him. 
That ſcripture thou biddeſt remarke , 1 The, 2. 13. provs not thy 
intent neither: for the YYord, which they heard of the Apoſtles, was 
that living YVord, declaring it ſelſe, through the Apoſtles , which 
was anſwered by the ſame in them, who heard; they heard Chriſt 
of, in and through the Apoſtles, does it therefore follow , that 
Chriſt is the Scripture? And laitly, Mark, 7. 13. Servs thy purpoſe 
no more , then the teſt: forthe Phariſees in ſtriking at t he fift comman- 


; dement, did coneſquentially ſtrike at the living inzwward VYord which 


gave it forth, as thoſe who ſtrucke at any of the Apoſtles ſtruck at 
Chriſt, yet none ofthe Apoſtles was Chriſt as nether is the Scr ure, 
as it is outwardly vvritt, to ſpeak properly, the /Verdof God. And 
truly the reaſon , why vvee may not call the Scriptures the VVord of 
God, (to ſpeak properly) is that people may be directed to that in- 
vvard living VYVord, for by their being ſo much called the VYord of God, 


they have beene putt in Chriſts ſtead, and have beene ſer up as an 


Idell , in ſtead of that from whence they came, ſo that to avoid this 
hazard, vvee have putt them in their due place. 

Pag- 14. To prove that it is the mind and Vill of God that the Scrip- 
tures should be the Rule thou citeſt Iſay. 8. 20. To the La, and to the teſli- 
mom. & c. But it reſts to be proved, that the Law, and teſtimony 
vvas not the inward Law, and that that Word, according to vvhich 
they vvere to ſpeake, yvas not the inward YYord , — is ſaid to 
bein the heart, It is obſervable that to prove this thou bringeſt , 
Job. 7. 49. vy here the Phariſees ſay , bave anyof the Rulers or Phariſees 
beleived in him, but this people that know not the law are accurſed. This place 
ſutes the mattet very vvell, but wakes much againſt thee, For the 
Phariſees here were crying up the outward Layy, and the knowledge of 
it: ayerring that the ignorance of it cauſed the meane people to beleive 
in Cbriſt. So doe yee novy ; yee pretend tocry up the Law , and (ay , 
the ignorance of it occaſions ſo many to leave you. And as they then 
were ſetting the Law above Chriſt, and 8 themſclyes — 
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azecalfor it, perſecuting him, and teviling hisfollowers as ignorants. 
So yee now , whilſt yee are boaſting of your great knowledge in the 
Law , andia the ſcripture; and your gh eſt:eme of them, yee are 
deſpiſing, cruc:fying the ſame Chriſt in his ſpirituall appearance, and 
upbraiding his followers now, as ch y did then, as ignorants , and 
contemaersof the Law. And as to Luk, 10. 26. how readeſt thon? I his 
was [poke to one, that was a Lawyer, or interpreter of the Lav , 
and relyed upon it, ſo Chrift ſpoke this to check him, and beſide, 
the diſpenſation of the Law ; which this Lawyer was under, was dif- 
ferent tromthat of the Goſpel, in this matter, as may appear Heb, 
8. 10. Againe as for Chriſt , and his Apeitles uſcing the Scriptures 
for convincing of their oppol.rs; ſo doe wee, and yet this proves 
not, that either hee, or wee ju ige them to be the Rule herby to 
gry all things and Spirits, yea even the Spirt of Godhi nſelfe, 

pag. 14+ Thou ſeemeſt to lay much ſtreſſe upon this, that it wer 
imp. f ble for us to prove to 4 le., or a Turk that Ieſus the Son of Mary, is in 
very deed ibe Chriſt, without the Scripture. But I Anſwer thee totnat eaſily, * 
by what way wilt thou perſwa ſe a furt to believe the Scriptures, or their 
t ſtimony, but by the inward teſtumony of the ſpru? Calymatrer hee has 
ſai4 all that can be ſar, ot outward wayes , at lait concludes, the only 
certaine way to know itia feed, 15 by the teſtimon of the ſpirit l. . c. 
7. Sect 4. of his Inſt. & as tothe coutſe that Paul tooke, with the obſti- 
nat* je es it was very conmen {able , becaus they laid, they belei- 
ved the Scriptures , 2nd ſce ned ro eſteeme them much, though they 
oppoled the truth witnefled to in the Scriptures. ſo that it is evident that 
{ome great pretendets to the Scriptures, can make a cloak of th m, 
to deny Chrift himſ-lte as yee doe at this day. Ani though Paul tooke 
that courle with the lee, yet wee {ee hee tooke no ſuch courſe with 
the Athen um, to wh n he cited no Scripture, nor en ſravouted to per- 
{%a1e the n by it, but tol | che nt ey were the off ſpring of G, and 
wishe i them to frel after him, who 4s not afar of from every one of them. 
thirdly ſayeſt thoa , the ſaints b 4 recourſe to i he Scriptures, in the examina- 
ron of D)Irines. So have wee tos, as betor has beene declared , but 
that will ot prove the Scriprare is the rule. 

Pg. 16. Fourtbly , thoa ſayeſt , wee ar commanded to ſearth the Scrip- 
ters lobn 5.39. Aniwer, The words may be tranſlated , you ſearch che 
Scriptures , as Per, tranſl eth them, But wee doe acknowledge. 
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the Scriptures are to be ſearched , but are not to be reſted in, which 
was the lewes fault, who vyould not come to Chriſt to get life, think- 
ing to have eternal life in the Scriptures , vvhich Chriſt cheks them 
for: and that the Scriptures are profitable , for doctrine, correftion, in- 
ſtruction, vvee owne , ( and are commended for their dignity , and 
authority) but they are thus profitable onely to ſuch, at come to the 
Spirit, to guide and direct them, hovv to make uſe of them, elle 
they may prove an occaſion of ſtumbling, as they did to the Phari- 
ſees : hence it is ſaid that the man of God may be perfet, mark , the man 
of God, not every Man, nov no man can be truely called the man of 
God but hee that is led by the Spirit of God. Next thou vvouldit un- 
dertake to prove, that it is not the mind of God, that the Spirit within 
men sbould be the Rule, in which thou falle(t very short, as appears, 
by ſaying , that Chriſt made uſe ot the Scripture, to prove himſelfe, 
&c: and not the light within, And did thele Jewes' receive him, 
who had the Scriptures , did they not tej dt him? and why? be- 
cauſe they hearkned not unto the inward voice and teſtimony of the 
Father , concerning him: enJ this was the reſtimony , which hee 
ſaid was greater , . that of Iobn, though lohn was the greateſt of the 
Prophets, a«d thoſe vvho belee ve had the witneſſe in themſelves. 1 lob. 5. 10. 
but to th uabeleiving lewes, hee ſaid , pet have neither heard bis voice, 
nor ſeene his chape. 

Secondly; Thou ſayeſt, there is an expreße command to try the Spirits. t. 
Iob. 4. 1. Anſw. but is there ay word, there of trying them, by 
the Scripture, Cannot the Spirits be tryed by the Spirit of God? or is 
there any better way to try them? How trycd Peter the ſpirit of 
Anamas and Saphirah ? Aud is not the tryall and diſcerning of 
Sprus the privilege of the Saints now? And how is it a pecu- 
liar priviledgeto fatnts , unles it be done by the Spirit of God Fot 
the Scriprures any can make uſe of, the Apofile lohn, writing to the Saintsy 
concerning ſeducers, points them, to the Anon. mg,,which remained in the m, 
and did teach them all things, and by thus they did know , all things, and 
conſequently Spirits, f. lobn. 2; 20. 26. Thirdly, thou fayeſt, - 
dwbtedly, there are ſtrong deluſions, & c. Aniſ.. there are ſo indeed. But 
was there any more ſtrong y deluded, then the Phariſee;? Yer how 
much did th-y ly claime to the Scriptures Þ how cawvethty then to 
be deluded ao wer ſo skilled, in the Scriptures? according to the 
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letter of them ? and the poor People, who were not ſo skilled, fo 
rightly to hit the matter ? 

And as to thy queition , what way , sball the deluſion, be tryd, if you 
neglect the VVord of God, and look, only within? Anſw: As or the VYord 
oe God, nor yet the Scriptures teſtimony wee neglect not, but v hat way, 
thinkeſt thou shall the deluſion, be tryed ? It you negle& the Spirit 
within? and look only upon the letter, and words vvithout you: 
if the Veluſion be ſtrong in the heart, will it not twine, and vvreſt the 
Scriptures without, to cauſe the Scriptures to ſeeme for it? and ſuppoſe 
a man be deluded with a Spirit of deluſion , what can help him, but 
God whoſe Spirit ſearcheth all the deepeſt things of Sathan, and can, 
and doth dſcovet them, to thoſe, vvho love to be undeceived and 
are faithfull to God, in what they certainly know. And though the 
ſame deluding ſpirit , who deceived firſt , may deceive over againe , 
that makes nothing againſt the inſufficiency of the Spirit, ro diſcover, 
the deluſion, but it a man be deceived either firſt , or againe 
he is to blame himſelf for his defet , in not being duely watch- 
full, and faithfull, in what is diſcovered to him ot God tru- 
ly, and certainly; Conſider the tendency of thy argument 
which ſtrikes not only, at the certainty of the Saints faith now, from 
the Spirit within , and the aſſurance of knowledge, there from, but 
alſo ſtrikes at the very certainty and aſſurance of all the Faith, and 
knowledge the bely Prophets, and men of God had, from the Spirit 
vrubin, when Seripture was not, Wee are in no greater hazzard to 
be deceived now, then they were then. You that ſet up the Scripture, as 
your only rale, the many ſect of you, what jangling and conteſting is 
among you, while one pleads for his ſence, and another for his? 
which all proceeds from their wandring from the Spirit , that gave 
forth the Scriptures. And as to ſatisfying of others, wee refer & recom- 
mend them to the ſame Spirit inthem, to receive their ſatisfaQtion from 

that, which only can, and will ſatisfy them, who wait for itin ſinglenes. 

Pag. 18. And whereas thou ſayeſt, the Saints, are led and guided by the 
Spirit, but it is according to the Scriptures. So lay wee too, But it doth not 
therefore follow , that the Spiri harh ſo tyed and limited himſelſe to 
the uſe of the ſcriptures , a to uſe them, in every particular 
ſtep , of his puiding the Saints ; the Spirit is free to uſe, or not uſe the 
ſcriptures , at his pleaſure, and guideth the Saints in many particular 
ſteps of their life, for which, there is no particular ſeriptare, either 
to 
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to approve , or diſprove them in. As for the more ſure VVord of Propheſy 
wee grant it is the rule, but deny, that that more ſure / Vora, is theScrip- 
tures, but it is that / V rd in the heart, from which the Scriptures came, 
and in, and by, which the Scriptures ate to be interpreted; and is it not 
groſſe blindaes & darknes, toſay, the Scripture is more ſute, then that 
Vyerd, light, life, and Spirit, from which they came? Had not the Scrip- 
twres all their ſureneſs, from the inward teſtunony of the ſpirit? How then 
can they be more lure? Thy example of the Schoolmaiter, & the coppy, 
ſervs not thy turne, tor the Spirit is unto the Saints both their teacher, & 
their Coppy. Andthey need not goe forth, for a Coppy; & if they walk 
according to this, by looking upon it, & eying it, they shalbe good 
Schollers & Proticients, hee writes them, a living Coppy in their bearts, 
engraves it on flesbly tables wheras they who looke upon no other Cop - 
py , but the Verdi without them, are thoſe, who are ever learning, but 
never able to come to the knowledge of the truth. 

Pag. 19. Thou askelt, why wee dixjoine the Spirit and the Scriptures? 
citing 1ſatab 50.21. Anſw. Wee are not to disjaine, what the Lord put- 
teth together, fomtiines the Spirit joineth , or concurteth, with the 
Scripture / Vordi and ſometimes not, how many preach and pray » 
and read the Scriptures, and talke of them , without the joint concur- 
rence of the Sprit? Which wee ſay , they ought not to doe, the 
Scriptures slould never be uſed to preach, and pray, &c. But in the 
concurrence , and aſſiſtance of the Spirit; for they are not of true 
uſe, to any without the Su, but yee disjoine them, who would 
have praying the letter, and uſeing of it without the motion of the 
Spirit; to ſuch the Scripture is indeed but 4 dead letter, and it is nowayes 
a reproach unto thein, to be ſo called. Yea what are the beſt of men 
without the Spirit , but dead men ? and this is nota reproach to them, 
but their Glory, ſo, nor is it to Scripture. ' 

Thou layelt , they ave ſaid to be 4 killing letter, and this thewes » 
that they are not drad. Anſw, A poor argument indeed ! Can not dead 
things kill, if men feed upon them ? If thou feedeſt upon ſand, gravell , 
flanes , 5bells will not theſe things kil thee thaugh they be dead? And 
if thou feedit upon the letter , without thee , and not upon the life , 
thou canſt not live; yea if one that lived, did depart from teeding upon 
the liſe, to feed upon the letter it would kill him. Aud as for that 
$crigture cited by thee , it makes very much againſt thee , 22

2.) 
Iſatab. 59. 21. Foritis one hid for God to put YYordr, into mens 
mouths , andfar another, for men, to gather theſe VVords from that 
without and put them into their owne mouths; nor doth 
it fay that the VVerds, Ged shall fut into their months 
shall be no other words , more or leſſe, but the expreſle ſcripiure 
words ; why art thou not ashamed to cite this ſeripture? ue yee not 
ſay, to ſpeake as the infallible Spirit givs utterance , is ceaſed, aud 
conſequently , Gods putting / Verdi to the mouth, Gods furnishin 
them, with Fords , ſuggeſted from his owne Spiritand life? which 
the boly Prophets, and Apoſtles yvinefed, to ſpeake, as moved by the 
bely Gboſt: doe yee not ſay, this is ceaſed ? why then citeſt thon a 
ſerpture, which is ſo plaine and clear for it? but that thou art in 
blindnes and conſuſion Pg. 19. In thy procedure, upon the puint of 
juſtificationthou makeſt a large ſtep, in that crooked path, of de- 
ceipt, wherein? I hou hadſt too much traced from the beginning , 
but now more abundantly then ever, thou diſplayeſt the Banner of 
thy diſingenuity, and gathereſt all thy torces together, it should 
ſeeme , reſolving to give the Quaker; a finall, over throw; And 
ro make the matter miſty in the very entry of it , thou raiſeſt 
Duſt to thy ſelf venting thy own filthy imaginations, under the no- 
tion of coming from them, applauding thy endeavouts, as if thou 
wert ſtudying to preſerve pute, the principle of jsſlification, in a 

int, where none is jumbling it, among us; as thou advanceſt 
alitle further Pag 20. 21, having given a very ſcant accourtof their 
docttine, in this matter, couching it in moſt diſadvantagious 


terms, thou takeſt great liberty to extend thy ſelſe, in a foolish, and 


vaine excurſion, as if, having fathomed the Quakers , thou hadſt 
diſcovered them to be either turned, or turning rank P-pifts , there- 
fore to trace thee throughly in this matter, that if it be poſſible, 
thou maiſt come to have a diſcovery ot thy Vanity and malice, or, 
though, thoushouldſt prove irrecoverable, yer others may have 
a view of both; I shall fyſt, in honeſty and plairnes declare the 
principle of truth in this matter, thereby obſerving thy miſrepreſen- 
tations. Secondly ſhew what vaſt difference is betwixt us, and the

And thirdly, make manifeſt , how much nearer of kin yee are to 
the Papiſts , eyen as to this particular, and the thing relating there-

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unto then wee, which may ſerve, as a ſeaſonable shower to allay that 
windy triumph, vvhich thou endeavoureſt to eſtablish unto thy ſelfe. 
As to the frft, yyce are juſtified by Chriſt leſu, both as hee appear- 
ed, and was made manifeſt , in the flesh, at leruſalem , and allo as 
hee is made manifeſt, and revealed in us; and thus, wee doe not di- 
vide Chrift, nor his righteouſnes, without , from his rightequines 
within, but wee doe receive and embrace him, wholly and undivi- 
ded, THE LORD O RIGHTEOVSNES. lIeremiah. 23. 6, 1. 30. 
By which wee are both made and accounted righteous inthe fight of 
Cod and which ought not, nor cannot be divided. And the manner 
and way , wherby his righteousnes , and obedience death and 
ſufferings without, become profitable unto us and is made 
ons, is, by receiving him, and becoming one with him, in eur 
bearts, embraceing and entertaining that holy ſeed, which as it is 
embraced and entertained, becometh a boly birth in us, which in 
Scripture is called. Chrift formed vun; Chrifl within the bope of glory. 
Gal. 4. 19. Colef. 1.27. By which the body of fin and death is done a- 
way , and wee cleanſed, aud washed, and purged, from our fins, 
j but really; and we really, and truly made righ- 
teous, and holy, and pure inthe figbt of God, which righteouſnes is 
properly enough laid to be the rigbreouſnes of Chriſt , for it is immedi» 
atly from him , and ſtandsin him, and is as unſeparable from him, 
asthe beams are from the ſun, and itis, through the union , be- 
twixt him, and us, (his righteous lite and nature brought forth in 
us , and wee made one with it as the branches are with the vine) that 
wee have a true Title, and right to what hee hath done and fuffered 
for us, for, being ſo cloſely united to Chriſt, bis righteousnes beco- 
meth ours » bis obedience owrs , bis death, and ſuffrings, ours : thus 
wee know biw and the power of his reſurrectun, and the fellogsbip of bis 
ſuſfrings , being made conformable to bis death, Philip. 3. 10 By which 
nearnes, and fellowship, wee come to know, an ami with the 
ſuffring ſeed * both in our ſelves , and others , and therein to travell, 
for its railing, and deliverance ; which yet no way.:s derogats from 
the worth of the ſacrifice , hee offred up unto God, without the g a- 
tes of Jeruſalem, while hee humbled bini ſelfe unto death, even 
unto the death of the croſſe, taſting death, for every man. This is 
an honeſt , and plaine , and true account of our beleiſe in this 
matter, and is in ſubſtance one, W with that, which

at ſundry tymes, thos and thy abe haſt received from us ; not- 
withſtanding the bare, ſcanty, anddisingenuons account thou giveſt 
of us in this matter. Secondly , As to the vaſt difference, that lyeth 
berwixt us and the Papiſts, any who art not willfully blind, may ſee 
it, who know their Doctrine, and ours,, in this thing. 

le is not the works, of Chriſt wrought in us, nor the works 
which wee work, in bis Spirit, and power; that wee reſt and relye 
upon, as the Ground and foundation , of our juſtification ; but it is 
Chrift bimſelfe, the worker, revealed in us, indwelling in , his 
life, and Spirit covering us, that is the Ground of our juſtification , and 
wee feeling orrſelvs in bim, feeling him in us, and bis Spirit, bis life 
covering us, wee feel our jaitification and peace with God in him, 
and through him, the alone Mediatour betwixt God, and Man. Now, 
this manner of juſtification by the indwelling of Chriſt, in the Sainte, 
and of his Spirit, is not held by the Papiſts , but is expreſsly denied by 
them, and diſpated againſt ,- particularly by Bellarmine. And Chriſt 
Teſus himſelte is both firſt and laſt our juſtification and foundation of it; 
and asto being juſtified by works , the Scripture is plaine forit, and ſo 
wee may not deny it, but plead for it, according to the true ſence 
and mind ofthe Spirit, as wee are taught of him. But to be juſtified 
by bim, is more then to be jaſtihed by works, and therefort are 
wee juſtißed in our works 5 which wee work in lum, becauſe, 
wee are in lum, and work them in him, and becauſe the Lord ac- 

eth and juſlifieth us, in him; therefore hee accepteth and 
juitifieth, eur works , wrought in bim, and accepteth amd juſtifiech. 
ws, in relation to theſe works; and though it hath beene ſaid, by 
us, that Good works, which are wrought in Chriſt, and are rather 
bis, then ours, are meritorioas , yet wee underſtand it not any other- 
wayes , then thus; thatalltheir Merit, or worthis from Chrift, and 
ſcing they are ſaid in Scripture to have their reward; and Reward, 
and Merit, are relative terms, inferring one another, in that ſen- 
ce, wherinthey are faid to be rewarded , they may aHo be faid to be 
meritorious ; which yet hinders not, the frecdomt of G grate in 
juſtification , for wee doe verily beleive, and confeſſe; that both 


the /Vorks and the Reward, are of the free grace of God, and that the 


Lord givettrus all things not of Debt, or as being in our ehr, but 
of free gift and his infinite goodnes and N yiſdomt bath ſeene it meet to 
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romiſe a Reward to good ma and fo hee doth reward them , 
caus of his goodnes , and faithfulnes , and not becauſe he is 
addebted uuto any of us, otherwiſe then as hee hath bound himſelfe 
by his promiſe , And this is contrary to that falſe Popib Dodrine , 
which affirms, that men deſerve a Reward from G, for geod works , 
upon the account of ſtrift juſtice , without reſpe& tothe Promiſe. And 
it it be anſwered, that all Paprits doe net ſay ſo, but are more mode- 
rate, well then, I ſay If ſowe of them be moderate, and paſſe from 
the erronious opinion of Popery, and ſpeake that which is true, if 
others ** what is true alſo, in that particular , should the rub, 
be accuſed , and condemned for ranck Popery, becauſe, ſome Papiſty 
at times confeſle to it. You your ſelvs know, that Papiſts contra- 
dict one another in divers things, and where men directly contra» 
dict one another, one of the ſides, muſt ſpeake true; But as to 
that, wherin the juſtification ſtands, and on which it is grounded, to 
wit, Christ bimſetfe as in dwelling in the S nofte cf all the Pa 
piſt: , for ought wee ever heard, or read, doe owne it, but ate a- 
gainſt it. Againe as to the works by vyhich the Papiſts ſeeke to be 
juſtified they are ſuch , as vve beleive, none can be juſtified by viz 
their ont obſervations, their invocation of Saints, bovviug to ma- 
ges, ſaying avec mies, telling their Beads, their Pilgrimager, their 
whipping themſelys, their keeping Tem, and many other ſuch like 
works of voluntary hunnlity , by which they ſeeke to be jullihed, 
though they are evill vvorks, as not done in the fab, and povverof 
God: nor does it ſerve thy turne to ſay , that Papiſts think not that 
yvorks conſidered as evill and finfull , are ſufficient to juſtify them, 
for that is notthe queſtion vvhether the Papiſts think to be juſtified 
by vvorks ſinfull and evill, but this is the Queſtion, vyhether the Pa- 
prſts think to be juſtified by Verbs, vvhich are really ſinfull andevill, 
(hovvever they way imagine them to be good) and herein 1 ſay, . 
vyee differ valtly from Paprſs , the y think and ſcek to be juſtified by 
ſuch V Forks , as are evill, inthe ſiht of G, vyhereas vvee beleive 
that by no ſuch vyofks can any man be juſtibed, ——— <-> 2 
ferences cold be sheyyed , in relation to this matter, but vvhat 4s 
here in short declared, may ſuffice toevince, that yvee differ yvidely 
from the PH, concerning —

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Thirdly looke hovv n yee are to P/, as in many 
other things, So in theſe, relating to juſtification. Firſt doe yee not 
ſay , that yee are not juſtified by Chrift indvvelling in you ? ſo lay the 
Papiſts. Secondly, Doe yee not lay, that the vvay to attaine to a ſtate 
of juſtiſication, is not by beleiving in the Vora of faith, vrhich is in 
every man, and inthe Light, vvhete vvith Chriſt has enlightned eve- 
ry man, that coms into the vvorld? And fo ſay the Papiſts: vvho 
though they talk of univerſall Grace, yet they deny that this Vaiyerſall 
Grace, is an Evangelical principle of Light ; by belciving in which, 
men can attaine unto a ſtateof juſtification immediatly. z. Doe yee not 
ſay that Gods act of juſtification is not an immediate te of his Spirit, 
declaring or pronouncing men righteous? And ſo ſay the Papiits. 4. 
Doe yee not ſay, that men are not to know their juſtification, or that 
they are in a juflified ſtate, by an immediat teſtimony of the Spirit, in 
them by vvay of object. for this vvere to aſlert immediate revelation? ſo 
doe the Papiſts. Vo by thele fevvy-inſtances given here and by many 
other inſtances given by others, in other particulars try your ſelvs, 
and firſt clear your ſelvs , ot Popery, before you, or thou doeſt 
throvy it upon us. 

Now her as thou alledgeſt , that the 4poſile in the matter of juſtifica- 
tions. excluds all works, even theſe of Chriſt bis working in the S unt, and 
which they workin beam, Lis talfe, nor doe the Scriptures cited by thee, 

e thy intent, as Rom, 3. 20, gal. 2. 16. Tit. 3. 5. thou ſayeſt , 
the Apeſlle ſpeaks of works in generall without any limitation, But 
herein thou contradicteſt the very expreſſe Scriptures cited by thee , 
for all theſe Scriptures ſpeake of works, with a hmitation, as Rom. 3. 
20, by the deeds of tbe law , there ſpall no files be juſtified, and Gal. 2 16, 
knowing that 4 man is not juſtified , by the works of the law , bere , the 
work: of the law are excluded, but not the works of Chriſt mu, which 
arc not of the law ; for the law or fiſt Covenant was weak, and gave 
not ſtrength, to them, who wer under it, to fulfill righteouſnes, 
but theſe who were in Chriſt leſus , witneſſed the rigbreouſnes of the 
law fulfilled in them , who walked not after the flesh, but after the ſpurit. 
And as for that other Scripture Tis. 3. 3. though it exclule works of 
mens doing, as of th mſelves yet it excluds not all works, nor in- 
ward righteouſnes of Chriſt, but expreſſely includs it, «cording to his 
mercy be ſaved us iy the washing of regeneration, and renewing of we" 
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holy Gboft; thou cauldeſt not have brought a more plaine proof againſt 
thy ſel . for thou citeſt this Scripture as holding forth — 
Now the Apoſtle ſayetli, he ſaved us according to his mercy by the 
wathing of regeneration, and renewing of the bely Ghoſt ,, and is not the 
washing of regeneration, and renewing of the bey Gboit ,, a vvork, 
which comprehends many particular works , of the Spirit of 5 
the Saints ? And is not regeneration, and the renewing of the boly 
Ghoſt, a righteouſnes wrought in , How is it then, that thou art 
not ashamed to charge us, with rank Popery, for ſaying , wee are 
juſtified by a righteodſocs wrought inas , ſecing the very Scripture 
cited by thee is expreſly for it ? May wee not pertinently te- 
turne theſe words upon thee , which thou misapplieſt to us, Ob, 
tell it not in Gath , publi;h it not in the Streets of Arkelon, c. That a 
man , who pretendsto teach others aright, in the matter of juſtifics- 
tion, hath ſo confounded himſelfe, that to prove that juſtification 
is not by a —_— wrought yvithin , brings a Scripture z which 
ſpeaks expreſly of a rigteouſnes ywbing to wit, that of regeneration_ 
and renovation by which wee are ſaved. Andifany should ſay the 
vvords doe not (ay , vve are juſtified by the vvashing of regeneration 
and renevving of the boly Gboft ; but vvee are ſaved therby, as inten- 
ding ſanfification» and not juilsfication: I anſwer, This helps not, 
the Autbor out of the ditch , for he brings this Scripturs forth applying 
it to the ma: tet of juftification: But againe, it theſe vyords , ex» 
clude all works generally , and vvithout any limitation, then they ex- 
clude , all works, vvhich are vyrought by the Spirit of Chr, hom 

ation; asif men, vvere ſanctihed by no vvorks of the Spire of 
Chriſt vnbin them ; or if it be ſaid , that yyorks of our ovvne doing z 
ſelfe - ngbteouſnes , are only excluded, from hay ing place in our ſanc- 
tification , but not the v rurks , vvrought i, and by the Spirit of Craft; 
then I ſay, vvhy may not the ſame diſtinction, have place in all theſ e 
other Strip, vvhich ſay, vvee are not juitrfied by yrorks, Cc. 
and indeed in all theſe Sciiprtures, it holds true no lefle concerning 
ſanitrfication, then concerning. j-»ſhificarron, As thus, by the deed: of the 
Law , there sþall no fle, be ſanttified, knowing , that a man is nut 
ſanttified by the wor ks of the Law , & c. but itvvere vaine to infer from 
this that men at Sani, by no vyorks of tighteouſnes, wrought 
incbem , by the pu of Chad therefore it is as yaine to infer pat 
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men #te juſtified by no vvorks eden wrought in them, by 
bis Spiru. | 

5 22, Thou ſayeſt, wee can it of popery with this, that they are 
not our good works / which deſerve and merit juſt: cation, bat the good works 
of Chriſts working in us. yea 1 ſay , wee doe juftly caſt of the accuſa- 
tion of Popery , as having the expreſſe reſtimony of Seriptare, that 
wee are jultified by works, to wit, ſuch as are wrought i Chrift , 
and by him in us, lames. 2. 24- you ſee then, that a man is juſtified by 
works , and not by faith only , compared with Tit, 3.5. before - mentioned 
and as forthe F apifts works , by which they ſecke to be juſtified, wee 
doe not acknowledge them to be ſuch works, as whereby or wherein 
any can be juſtified, 

And — thou pleadeſt, that the good vvorks of Chriſts 
vvorking in un, are ours, citing Iſai. 26. 12. Matth. 5. 16. & c. Wee 


* but they are not ou in that ſignification , as vyhere it is 


aid bee that is entred imo bis reſt bath ceaſed from bis owne works, 
Hebr. 4. 10. I here are works, which are ſo en, that they are not, 
the works of the ſanRifiing renevving Spirit of Chriſt in us, and ſuch 
are works both of open untighteouſnes and of ſelſe fained righteouſ- 
nes, which has no better root to bring them forth, then mans 
ovvne will and Spirit, and by ſuch vyorks, vvee dery to be juſtified, 
yea vve deny alf ſuch yyorks, and the juſtification by them, and de- 
fire to ſtand in a continual denyal, unto them, and torbearance from 
them: But apaine, there are ſuch vvorks, vvhich are ſo our; , that 
they are Chriſts alſo , v rho vvorłs them in ur, and by u, and are ours 
by his free grate, and by ſuch vort, vvee affirme men are juſtified. 
Pag.23. Thoupleadeſt, That men cannot be juſtified by any works of 
Chriſts working" in them, becauſe they are imperfet. And tor their im- 
ttection, thou inftanceſt, 1. Faith; becaus it is faid, O yer of 
tle faith , why deubt yee. Anſiw. By this thou mayſt as well exclude 
faith, from juſtification , every way, as vvorks , if it vvere granted, 
that their fanh v vas imperiect; but that Scripture; nor no other, ſpeaks 
not of imperſe& faith, but bflirtle ſaub. Novy little Fairbis perſe ct 
in the meaſureof it, as à little Gold is peri & G Andthough the 
Diſciples, had denbting, yet the ſanh, vas not the'dwebting , nor vas 
it made impure by it, forthe leaſt meaſure of true fanh can'neverbe 
83 *. by Al V4? Has d efiled 
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deſiled, otheryyile it could not purify the heart, it is like the fee, 
vyhich cannot be deſiled, vvith the impurities of thoſe things, i 
vvorks upon: And as for the Diſciples, at that time. as they vvere- 
in part, juſtified, ot approved by the Lord, in relation to their 
faub, ſo were they reproved, and not juſtified of him, in relation, 
unto , ot becaus of their donbrang... But this Scripture, nor none other, 
provs not, that faith was, ot is alwayes accompanied with doubting; 
Abraham beleived God; prog iſe , without doubting ; and was [trong in 
the fanh ; giving glory to Cod, and it was imputed is lum for Righteonſuer 


Rem. 4-20-21. 22. And ſaid James, His faith was perſeited by works, 


Chap 2, 22+ , For that which is perfect in a leſſe meaſure, can be 
further perfected id a greater, Secondly, Thou gleadeſt that Ku- 
ledge is impertect , becaus the 4poiHe laich, Ve ben, but in part» 
is im- 
ifeRt, or impuſe: Wee may knoyv aching in part „ and yet that

leadeſſ forthe jimperfeRion and uncleannes of the Sum obedience

lente, el da, good, and ſau hful Servans » Math, 25. r. 21.18 
And that other Scripture , thou citeſt. I.. 64. 6. Sers nothing thy 
turne: For the Prophet {ayeth not , all aur righteouſnes , which-i5 of 
thy working, in us, yvho-are Saints, 45 u falthy, rags, but all aur 


| — vyhich vvee, even the beſt of the Saints, can perfortne.

» andfrom themſelves , are aghithy rags , maus beſt works, his heſt 

couſges,, Which ãs of, and from himſelfe, is filchines ; and 
wneighteoulnes before God; and bee is to ceaſe ftom all his 
ovyyne works, Hebr. 4. ver, 10. And it is plain e that vvhen the 
Prophet in that place ſayeth, Ver are All 45, uncle ang, andiberris none, 
that calleth apon thy name be does underſtand the multitude of the Je- 
vves, vvho generally vyerea carnal People, and relyed upon their out- 
vvatd obſeryations , and did not Worship God, in Spirit , and in 
tr 
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them; for hee bimſclfe did call upon his Name 3 and that, the Saints 
vvere vvashed, and cleanſed, (ce 1. Cor.6. 11. But yer 
are ſandtified, are juſtified , inthe Name of the Lord leſus , aud by the Spi- 
rit of our God. And leb. 15. 3. Now yee are cleane , through the wurd, 
which 1 baye ſpoken to you. And ETA 37. 33. At which time I bu 
cleanſe you , from all our iniquities , I chall alſe cauſe the cities te be inhabued, 
Woich imports « tyme upon earth, vvherein they should be made 
cleane , from all their iniquities. And hovv art not thou, and you 
ashamed to affirme , that the beſt vvorks of the Spirit of Chriſt in his 
Saints, are as a filthy rag? Does not the Apoiileday , that 4 meckand 
quiet Spirit is an ornament , which is of 4 great price, even inthe ſight ef 
Cod; hovv then can it be, a filthy, or menſtruous rag A tilthy 
and menſtruous rag, is good for nothing, but muſt be throwne 
avvay, upon all accounts, and if that holynes, and righteouſnes 
and meeknes, vyhich is of Chriſt his yyorking in men, be as filthy 
rags then according to your doctrine, men should throvy them a- 
vvay, as being not only unprofitable to juſtification, but to any 
other uſe , yea a filthy and menſtruous rag, men doe hide from the 
ſight of another, and doe never vvear it as an Ornament vyhereas the 
Saints put on the meeke, and quiet, and ſober, and righteous Spi 
rit , as an Ornament , of great price , not only in the ſight of 
Saints, but even in the ſight of God. ä 

Pag. 24. Thou pleadſt, that the good works of Chriſtin the Sainte, 
are defiled & imperfect becauſe the Saints who are ſubſervient , & in- 
ſtrumentallin them, are uncleane, and who can bring a cleane thing 
out of an uncleane F lob. 14.4. - Anſw. It is granted that the Saints are 
ſubordinate co workers with Chriſt but yet it follows not, that his 
works in them, aud by them, are defiled , and though it be ſaid, 
who can bring a cleaue thing, out of anuncleane , this hinders not, 
but that the Lord, can, and doth make Cleane, thoſe . who have 
beene uncleane , and ſo out ofthem , who are made cleane , bri 
forth, cleane things. And though , every one, in whom the 
of ſanctification is begun, be not wholly cleanſed, but that there 
may be an ancleane part in them, fora time, yet there is alſo acleane 
part in them; who are in the leaſt meaſure ſanctiſied, and ſo theſe. 
who work with the Spirit of Cbriſt; work with him, according to this 
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| (41.) 2 
cleane part, and it is the cleane — tbem, which hee maketh uſe 
of, as his inſtrument; and as for the ancleane part, it is not to 
worke vvith Chriſt, but to be chained dovyyge , and fettered, and 
bound up from working, to the end it may be vyrought upon, that 
it may be cleanſed , — thus gs, the cleane part encreaſcth , 
and the ancleane is diminis hed, till all the uncleannes be vyrought 
out, and v her the ancleane part, is let looſe to yyork, the pure Spi- 
rit ef Cbriſt, doth never joine in vvorking with it, but judge th, and 
reproveth it , and therefore, inſofar, as the uncleane part vvorketh 
in any, that man, in ghom it worketh is notthroughly juſtified , 
and approved by the Lord, but there are who vvitnes the cleanſing 
from all the uncleannes ; and ſo, ascleane veſſels, and inſtruments 
throughout, bring forth cleane things , cleane works 7 

Thy example, hovy that cleave water paſſing through an uncleane 
pipe, receivs 4 tincture of uncleannes , bits not the caſe: For the Spiritual 
VV ater , is not, like the common groſſe outvvard VY ater, vvhich, 
an uncleane pipe can defile , but like the fire , and the light vvhich 
though it touch. uncleane things cannot be defiled by them: Every 
thing of the Spirit, is undefilable , as the Spirit is, vyhich no un- 
cleane thing can defile. And if thou vvert yvel skilled in the outvvard 
creation * migheſt find an oatward water , ſo pure that paſſing 
through an uncleane pype hall not be defiled vvith it; butifthou 
knovveſt not, theſe earthly things, and beleiveſt them not, as 
Chriſt ſaid, Job. 3.12. How sbalt thou beleive , if vve tell thee heayenly 
things. 

— Thou chargeſt us, Vith erring grieyouſly in confounding 
juſtification and ſantification. Anſw. Juſtification is either taken, for 
God his adjudging a man, unto eternal Life , and in that ſence it is 
not to be confounded yvith Sandification, yet it is not be ſeparated 
there from, for God adjudgeth no man, but the ſandified unto eternal 
life , or happines; or it is taken, for the 2 man righteous , 
and then it is all one, yvith Sanfification : And that thou ſayeſt the 
vvord is moſt frequently uſed in Scripture , in that ſence of adjudging , being 
oppoſed to condemnation; doth im ply, thou haſt not the confidence to 
aſſert , thatit is alwayes ſo uſed as indeed it is not. 

And wheras thou citeſt Philip. 3.9. to prove, that the cheiſeſt Saint 
upon carth have diſclarmed all * be in them, by which the 
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c bould be juſtified; I ſay that Scripture provs no ſuch thing, and thy 
obſervation to prove it, is inſufficient, to wit, that the Apoſile doth not 
ſpeake of his righteouſnes » whileſt he was a Phariſee, tor that he diſ- 
owned. ver. 6. 7. for _— yet hee was ſtill to deny and diſ- 
owne the work, und righteouſnes - which could proceed from his 
owne will, and Spirit; even all the willings , and runnings which can 
ariſe from a mans ſelfe though he be a Saint, without the immediate 
operation of the Spiru of Chriſt , the Saints have this to watchagainſt, 
to keep downe the active and working ſelfe-will and ſtop it from wor- 
king the ſelſe rigbteouſnes, which if ut be nq; watched againſt, and 
ſtood againſt , will fall a working its righteouſnes , which God ac- 
cepts not, as being but the bare righteouſnes of man, and this is 
that righteouſnes , which Paul denyed to have, which hee even cal- 
leth the righteouſnes of the Law, but this, (which is of the Law, ) 
thou cunningly omitteſt, ( becaus it made againſt thee, ) it ſeems, 
Now what that righteouſnes of Gd, through faith, was, which hee 
deſires to have, hee plainly expreſſeth, ver. 10. that be might know 
bim, and the power of Is reſurrection, aud the fellowsbip of bis ſufferings 
in being made conforme unto bus death. 

Now is not the knowledge of him, and the power of his reſurrec- 
tiow , a work of the Spirit of Chriſt in the Saints by which, they are 
juſtihed ? according to that; by bis knowledge , shall my righteous ſer- 
yant juſtifie and is not the fellowship of his ſuffering or the 
ſuftering with kim, a work of his Spirit? & Laſlly, is not the conformity 
unto his death, a work of his Spiru in the Sar. , comprehending the 
whole work of me11ific ation? 

Pag- 26 Thy laſt argument, from 2, Cor, 5, 21 , is moſt abſurd 
and impious , for accordingly, it would follow, that «4s Chrif# was 
made ſin for us, or ſuffred for our ſins , who bimſelfe bad no fin, no not in 
the leaft ; So wee may be made righteous before God , though wee have 
ns righteoucnes , uo bolines , no faith, no repentance , no mortification » 10 
good thing w rought in a. Aud doth not this ſtrengthen, the wicked, 
ungodly and profane in their preſumption, to have title to Cbriſt 
— 12 3 — returne thy miſapplied inſtance in another 
eaſe , Suppoſe ſome of the profane, . who plead a right to Chriſts ri 
iconſuer, having loſt ſome of their number , Honig happen po nod 
thee diſputing againſt all good works, as being profuable to jultifi 
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cation, might they not ſay concerning thee , and thy brethren, who 


teach ſuch- doctrine, wee bave not only gott the loſt ſheep, but the loft 
thepherds andthe cheifeſt of them tas, on our ſide, let us rejoice, wee have 
found them? Wee find, the Apoſtle maks a farr better interence from 
— his dying for us, 2. cor. 6. 1 J. bedied for all, that they who live 
might not any longer live to themſelyes, but to Cd; yea and every where 
hee holdeth forth inward holine g ald righteouſner, as that without which 
no man, can lay claime to Chriſt ;, if any man bein Chriſt bee is 4 new 
creature, but he doth not ſay, God reputes him a newcreatare, though 
bee be not really renewed. And though it be ſaid that wee are 
righteous in him, this hinders not, as thou vainly inferreſt, that wee 
are not made righteous , by an inward righteouſnes;, for hee is in the Saints 
audfulfills the righteousnes of the Law in them; that therigbteouſue; of 
the law might be ſul filed in us , Rom, 8. 4. Therefore that 2. Cor. 5, 21. 
is thus to be underſtood , that leſus Chriſt, who knew no fin, was 
made to be fin for us, that is ſuffered for our fins, that wee who had really 
finned, and ſo deſerved wrath, might partake of the love and grace by 
him , and through the workings thereof, be made the righteouſnes 
of Ged in him tor that the Apoſtle underſtood (here, a really being 
made righteous, and not a being eſteemed or held as righteous, while 
indeed impure, is very evident, by the whole following chapter, 
but cfoecialty townrds the end, what fellowsbip bath  righteouſnes with 
wnrighteouſnes, wherefore come out from among them, touch not the juncle an 
ahing , be yee ſeparate , and I will receive you, and yee chall be unto me , 
for ſons , and daughters. : . 

Now to be received ofthe Lord, is to be juſtified of him, and 
here wee ſee plainly , that in order thereunto, there} is required a 
righteouſnes , by which, they wult be ſeparated from the evill and 
uncleane, and muſt not touch it. 

And wheras thou ſayeſt, hat the holieſt actions of the Saimts,bec aus of the 
ſinfulnes of theſe action: deſerye condemnation. I aſke thee , whither did 
the 4pofiles fin in writing the Scriptures, in preaching Chriſt , and 

hering the Churches ? Whither their being the inſtruments made 
theſe things finfull , which were done, pot only by the command, 
but by the power , and vertze of Chrift in them? and ſeirg thou canſt- 
not deny, but the Scriptures (called by thee the word of Ged were 
brought forth by the bely Spirit, inthe boly men of Cod, and did flow. 
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as waters from the Spirit of oh! which gave them forth , through 
the very firſt penmen of them, becaus of the uncleannes, wich thou 
ſuppoſeſt to have been in them? If thou ſayeſt Nay, thou 
contradicteſt thy former inſtance of cleane water, receiving a tinc- 
ture of uncleannes from the uncleane pipe, through which it paſſeth 
ifthou ſayſt yea to wit, that the Scriptures were deſiled, and corru- 
pred, by the penmen of them, I leave it to all of any ſound judgement; 
whither you, or wee, be moſt eſteemers of the Scriptures , wee , 
who ſay , they wer pure words as gold, without any tincture of un- 
cleannes, or corruption, as they came forth, from the Spiris of 
God through the penmen of them, or you, if you ſay, that they 
were defiled with the uncleannes of the men, through which they 
were given forth , hee who has any true underſtanding let bim judge , 
concerning theſe things. 

r. 26. Thou blame il it as an unſutable thing for 4 Quaker to ſay that 
that people to whom bee is joined , are the moi Chriſt-like Chriſtians this day 
upon the earth ; and yet will any of you, fay leſſe of your way ? 
for if yours be not the beſt way, why doe yee plead ſo much for it? 
Why doe yee preach it up? Why doe yee ſtudy to draw people to 
it, and complaine of thoſe who have left it? Now is not a good 
Principle, a ready way to lead people to good practiſes? And are 
not theſe who are in the right way, ofthe flock of Chriſt? And is 
net Chriſts flock, like unto him? Canit therefore be an unſutable 
thing for one who ſuppoſeth himſelfe to be of Chriſt; flock, to ſay, 
the flock with whom hee is, is likeſt to Chriſt? Will any of you ſay 
leſſe, except yee grant your ſelves not to be of Chriſt's flock ? 
Wee ar not the moſt Chriſt - like people, ſayeſt thou, by what wee our 
wardly appear; becaus the Monks and Hermits therein excell us ; nor yer 
by what wee inwardly feele , becaus others different from us , have felt as 
much, As to the firſt, thou haſt shewed thy ignorance of the very 
appearance of Chriſtian: for the appearance of Chriſtianity , is not in 
— the Society of men, or tetiteing the outward man, making Vo - 
wes of voluntary poverty; for any one, that hath the leaſt knowledge 
in trae mortification , may know, that whera mans meat, and provi- 
ſion is laid up for him, and that there is no care of theſe things lying 
upon the mind, but a full liberty to live in idlenes (which i the Mont; 
caſe) it is an eaſie thing in ſelfe-yyill to take on, a demure Acperte- 
ment , 
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ment, or to wear haircloath or goe barefoot; vyhich by cuſtome be- 
coms familiar. And truly many of the Commens in Scotland, are uſed to 
greater hardships, then all that, and yet are far ſrom having the 
appearance of Chriſtianity , But the matter is, for people to be conver- 
ſant in this YVorld, to have their occaſons, and bufinefle in it, and 
to have dealing yviththe Spirit of it, and yet to keep to the, meeł, low- 
ly, ſimple appearance, uſing it, as if they vvere not uſing it, by kee- 
ing out of its Spirit, and VVay, in all manner of Conrerſatian. This 
is to be like unto Chriſt, yvho did not retire himſelſe unto a Hermit: 
lodge, but converſed among Publica, and ſinners. Novy let your 
flocks , and the Quakers ,. be compared together in this particular, 
and let the light in all conſciences judge, vvho are likeſt to Chriſt, Second- 
ly, to evidence, that ſome different from us, have had as much 
mward feeling , thou ſayeſt, tho canſt tell us of ſome, who have bad (0 
much of the feare and dread of God , upon their hearts , that they durſt not 
adventure upon ſw, by this thou ſeemeſt to grant, that there are 
invvard feelings and enjoyments among the, Quakers » ſaying, what 
good is it that you truely fell, that perſons diſſerem from you have not felt? 
Andjhovy doeth this conſiſt, vvith your judging the Quakers fallen 
into Apoſtacy , and deluſion , ofthe devill? And that they are poſ- 
ſeſſed vvith the divell? can ſuch have invvard feellings and enjoy- 
ments of God ? for my part I am glad to hear, that any ſuch have 
beene , ho have had ſo much of the fear and dread of God upon 
their hearts, that they durſt net adventure upon fin , and I should be 
glad, and ſo | knovy vvould any of the Quakers be glad to meete vvith 
them ; But novv ſuch vyho have ſo much of the fear of Cod upon 
their hearts , that they dutſt not adventure upon fin, vvold they not 
love to be pertet? vvould they di/pute againſt perfection, aod 
conclude it impoſſible ? vyould ſuch, vvhodare nov fin for a vyorld, 
ſinevery day, yea every moment, as you ſay, yee doe? if they 
dare not fin, vvould they not refrainſe from fin, and ceaſe from it? 
and vvould they wake uſe of that poor evaſion, vvhich thou addeſt 2 
that therefore they vvould not vvillingly ſin for avvorld f As long, 
as the dread and feat ol God remains, and ſtands over the beart , fin 
is shut out, and the minds vvillis to fear God, and not to ſin. Thou 
canſt tell us of others, (thou ſayelt) who many years lived in the ſweet ſence of 
God: favour, and bave gone moſt triumphantly out of the world , with ſtrong 


perſwaſions, of their eternal yyel- being. * 5 But 
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But vvould ſuch havepleaded for continnance in fin ? Doeth not 
\continuance in (in ecclipſe, and take avvay, the ſence of Gods favour? 
and turther would ſuch have denyed fellowship with God, by imme- 
diate revelation as you doe? Would they have denyed the immediate - 
teachings of the Spirit as yon doe / doe not ſome novy living remem- 
ber ſome of them vvho bad theſe feelings, and did bear an expreſſe 
teſtimony to the immediate teachings of the Spirit, and immediat 
fellawsbiy vvith God, and plainly declared that no preaching, was pro» 
firable , but that vvhich came immediatly from the Spur: and found 
fault yvith the Mimfters, that they preached from their ſtudy, and their 
books, and vvished them to put avvay, or burne their books, 
for that they vvere a hurt to them; and ſome of thoſe ſavy over 
and beyond, and unto the end © ycur ſo called ordinance of outvvard 
bread & wine, & ſaid plainly it vvas but a shadovy'\, or figure , & that 
thoſe yvho vvitneſſed the ſubſtance, had no need of the other, & though 
thoſe, and ſome others yyho vvitneſſed ſuch invvard feelings , and 
enjoy ments of God vver not called Quakers, ner had their underſtan- 
dings ſo cleatly opened as to many things, as the people called Qua- 
hers have: yet vvith the ſame life in ſome meaſure , they have beene 
acquainted , vrhich is the Quakers way even Ieſus Chriſt, who is the 
ay, the truth, and the life; and fo as to thoſe examples, thou 
giveſt, which vvas vvitneſſed (thou ſayeſt) ſome tvventie yeers 
zpoc, Wee deny not but that the Lord did appear, and vvas near the 
ſimple hearted in that day, and ſome vvho ate novy among the Q- 
kers remember that day and have a share in thoſe ſeellmgs, and enjoy- 
ments vv hich are novv, and in the experience and enjoyu ent of them 
can bear a true teſtimon y, that the feellings and enjoyment; of this day, 
unto thoſe, vvho follovy the Lord, in his leadings , (de far exceed 
vvhat vvas in that day: and novy the ſun is ſet upon that day, for 
the Lord is calling his people further, and thoſe among us vvho had 
thoſe former feelings, can vvitneſſe, that vvhile they vvould have 
beene taſting of that ſvyecrnes, and remained ſtill vvith you , the 
Lord vyould not; but ſuffered drynes, and batrenne ſle to come 
ovet them; and that which ſometime had beene as a fruitful field, 
to become a barren vvilderneſſe till they ſavy , that they vvere not to 
limit him, to invented forms, but were to forlake thoſe things in his 
will, in which through his indulgence and compaſſion, hee had 
ſometimes appeared, unto them, and to be fo und follovying hw 
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footſteps of the flock yyhom hee is leading on to a further ſtate; in 
which they find the Lord appearing more glonously then ever to 

their refreshment + Glory ro hm for evermore. with you itis other · 
wiſe, tor who among you witneſſe theſe things a this day? Yea 
ſome of you are ſo ingenuous , as to confeſſe that yee find not theſe 
things now; and that this is a cloudy, and gloomy day, and it shall 
certainly ſo continue uuto you : until yee come, and walk with us, 
in the Light of the Lord: But becaus yee will not, but will confine the 
Lord, in theſe forms, whereunto yee have devoted your ſelys, there- 
fore is darknes over you , and your Prayers are become dry, and barren, 
and full of complaints of an abſent Gd. And whatinvyard joy from 
God, any have felt among you, we cannot impure it to your way ; 
more then, what ſome have felt of refreshment in ſome other pro- 
feſſions, and forms can be imputed to their way. 

Pag. 30. Thou ſayeſt, It is knowne that wee are enemies to ſinging of 
Pſalms , Baptiſme , and the Lerds Supper, and becaus wee ſay, that 
wee are not againſt theſe things, therfore thou calleſt us, diuinge- 
nuous » or ſuch , 4s ſeek, to delude People; which challenge is falſe, and 
a calumnie, for wee doe indeed owne theſe things, in the true ac- 
ceptation, and meaningotthem , and in the ſubſtance and reality , 
andif wee doeſo, are wee dizingenuous, and deceitful, becaus wee 
deny them in your acceptation , vrhich only comprehends the sha- 
dow, that paſſeth away ? If Bapriſme, which is really and truly 
the Baptiſme of Chriſt , wee owne, and participation of the . 
and Blood of Chrift, which is really ſo, I fay , if theſe things 
really owned by us. as they are indeed, can wee be ſaid to deny 
them, becaus wee uſe not the shadow, as yee doe while yee are 
ignorant of, and ſtrangets to the ſubſtance? Nay i may be re- 
torted much more properly, and without deceipt upon your 
ſelves,that yee do but pretendedly, in Nerd, owne theſe things while 
indeed yee deny them ? ſo that her-in yee are found to be the Equi- 
yocators , who are contending for the buſk, and will needs have it 
accounted the kernell : and there can be no errour more dangerous, 
then to place the bade, for the ſub#ance; tor ſuchas ſo doe are thoſe 
that trample upon the precious erdinances of leſus Chriſt , in which the 
work of grace is begun and increaſed.

r. 32. Toprove-thy aſſertions =. FEW thou beginneſt ſay- 
ing, that finging of Pſalms is an ordinance of leſus Chrift ; vyhereby if 
thou undetſtandeſt that ſinging ofPſalmes was uſed by the Santi that it 
is a part of Gods VYorship vvhen performed in bis will, and by bu Spi- 
rity and that yet it may be, and is vvarrantably performed among the 
Saints it is a thing denied by no Quaker, ſo called, and it is not u nu- 
ſuall among them, wherof I have my ſelfe beene a witneſle, and 
have felt of the ſweetnes, and quickning vertue of the Spitit therein, 
and at ſuch occaſions miniſtred. And that at times, Davids Ford 
may alſo be uſed as the Spirit leads thereunto, and as they ſute the 
condition ot the party, is acknowledged without diſpute but that 
without the Spirit, in ſelfe-will, not regarding how the thing ſutes 
their condition, for a mixt multiude to uſe and ſing the expreſſions 
of bleſſed David, wee deny. For that was not the method, the 
Apoſtle ſpoke of t. Cor. 14. 15. when hee ſaid, I will ſing with the 
Spirit, and I will ſing with the underſtanding alſo, thertore though ſin- 
ging of Pſalms, in the true uſe of them, be allowable, yet as uſed 
by you, it is abominable ; and is a mc worsbip, becaus yee cannot 
deny, but that the perſons uſing it, are a mixed multitude , knowne 
to be Drunkards, Swearers , VV boremongers, &c, Now ſuch cannot 
praile Cod, for they are dead in their fins, and it is the living, that 
praiſe lum, and not the dead. Next, all lying is abomination, but 
many times it falls out that by ſinging of Pſalmes, the people come to 
lye in the preſence of God, in ſtead of worshiping kim, by ſaying » 
I ans not puſt up in mind, I have no deceufull heart I water my couch with 
teares; and much more of this nature which were the particular ex- 
periences of David, and may be ſately ſaid , by thoſe that vvitneſſe 
the ſame thing, but as to you that uſe them, are falſe &untrue. I ſay,as 
thou doeſt , that though every Pſalme does not ſute our condition, yet in 
every Pſalm, there may be meditaion, for edification: but this no wayes 
meets the caſe tor there is a great difference betwixt meditating upon 
a Pſalme , & ſinging one vvhereby vvee apply our ſelves tothe Lord, 
in the vvords of David, vyhichunleſs they ſute our condition, cannot 
be done without alye. 

Pag. 33» and 34. Thou comeſt to prove that Boptiſme with water is 
an ordinance of leſu Chrift , for which thou giveſt as a reaſon , Fiſt, be- 
cauſe lohn baptiſed with water » and was really ſent of God ; Which thing 
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9.) 
is not denyed, becauſe lohn 2 vvas a Byptifme , vvith Vyuter; 
But that that vvas the Bapriſme , vyhich vvas to continue is the matter 
in queſtion; to prove yyhich, thou bringeſt in thy Second reaſon, that 
the baptiſme of Cbriſt and the baptiſme of Tobn differed only in circumſſ ance 
and not in ſubſtance , becauſe they agree in the Author , in the Matter , and 
inthe End. Io which 1 anſwer, that though they agreed in the 4u- 
thor, that will not conclude them to be one, becauſe by the ſame rea- 
ſon, it might be ſaid , that the Old Teftament, and the New are one, or 
that Circumciſion & Baptiſm are one, for that God was the Author of both, 
As to the matter, they are not one neither, for the one was a Baptiſme 
with Vater, and the other, a Baptiſme with the Spirit, and with fre, 
as Iohn himſelfe diſtinguisheth them. Mark. 1. 8. Now in reſpe& 
baptiſme with water can be adminiſtred, where the other, to wit, with 
the Spirit, is not, there fore they are not one in Subſtance. They alſo agree 
not in the end; forthe end et the one, to wit, Baptiſme with VF ater , 
is but to point or shew forth the other, So that as the /dadow, and 
the Subſtance differ in their ends, in like manner doe theſe two: forthe 
end of the shadow is but to point tothe ſubſtance: the end of the Sub- 
flance, in this thing being to cleanſc , and purifie the heart produce. 
ing that effect to ſuch as it is truly adminiſtred unto, but the Padow 
is frequently adminiſtred, and the heart not cleanſed, therfor they 
differ in their ends. Now to shew , that they differ in „ it.18 
written, Acts. 19. Verſ. 2 3. 4· 3 · that there were ofthe baptiſme of 
Tobn , who had not ſo much as beard of the holy G boſt, far leſſe received it. 
Now had the Baptiſme of Iobn, and the Bapriſme of Chriff beene one 
they could not have had the one, and beene altogether ignorant of 
the other. For a Third Reaſon, thou ſaxeſt, that If Chrif Smmande, = 
and enjoined the Diſciples to baptiſe , and thai baptiſing they uſed water ; But 
wher hee commands them to Baptiſe , Math. 28. there is no com- 
mand to baptiſe them with Ver, or into vvater, but into the name 
of the Fat her 3 Son, and holy Spirit » So here is the bapriſme into the Spa- 
in, but not into outward water, and the Apoſtles vvere Miniſters of the 
Spirit, and miniſtred the Spirit unto thoſe vyho beleived. And 
though they uſed the water baptiſme at tymes, yet it reſts to be pro- 
ved , that they did it in obedience to that generall command „ 
Math, 28. and not in condeſcendence to ts people, ryho' had ro-

Ceremonyes , that it vvas hard, ſuddenly to vvcane n from fuch , : 
as they did the liko iu other caſes , yvhich alſo ſervs for anſvver to thy 
Fourth Reaſon, vyher thou inſtanceſt Peter bus baptiſing Cornelius alter be 
received the Spirit y for Peters vvotds imply no command, but only 
that at that occaſion the thing uught be done, Can any man, ſaid be, for» 
bid water , that they may net be baptiſed Act. 10. 47. And though it be 
laid, Verl.48. that bee commanded them to be baptiſed in the name of Chriſt 
yet it holds forth no command from Chriſt , oaly the thivgy being 
agreed. upon, that it might be done, he bid doe it, but that the 
Apoftles received uo commuſſion to beptiſe vvith water , is clear from 
that of Faul, vvheic he layeth, Iihank Ged, Ib uſed none of you but 
Criſpus , and Gajas , and the bewbold of Stephanus , Cc: for laid he, I 
Wa; not ſent to baptiſe , but to preach the Goſpell , 1. Cor. 1. 16. 17. Novv 
it is not queſtioned , but his Commun yvas as large, as any of the 
zelt , for he himſelſe ſaid, that hee vvas not inferwur to the cheiteſt 
ofthe Apoltles: but, that hee thereby denied, hee vvas ſent to adimi- 
nifter the boly Spirit, v+ hich is the baptiſme of Chriſt, is abſurd to 
think: for a Fifth Reaſon, thou ſayeſt, i 15 the will of Chriſt, that this or- 
dinance bond continue and abide in the Chanch, becauſe bee promiſed to 
be with bis Munters to the end of the I Fond; Towbich I anſwer, that 
this promiſe related to the Baptiſme of the Spirit , which is Chrift B- 
tiſine is grante d, but that it related to the Buptiſme of water is denied: 
for hee was with Paul, who yer proſeſſed, hee was not ſent to baptiſe 
with water, And whereas ſome give their meaning to Paul his words, 
that-bee was not ſent only, or principally , to baptiſe with water, 
this is an addition to the Scripture Words, for which they can shew 
no ſufficient ground: Aud it men will take a liberty to adde to Scrip- 
ture Wards,from their owgeSpirtzthey may wrelt theSctiptures, to de- 
lead the worſt of opinions, as when it is laid , Thou ibalt nat bow dune 
te them, nor VVortbip them, one should put this meaning upon it: thou 
shall not bow downe to them, not Worship them principally, and 
there{ore would averre that graven Images may be —.— this 
were a molt perverſe abuſing of Scripture. Sixthly, I hou ſayeſt, 
Tbeſe ele caft off this ordinance doc what in themi1eth , to rob themſelyes of 
all the excellent ends ,, and uſes of it , which are held forth in theſe Scripture 
txprefſiens. Anſ. I hat ſuch who caſt off the Bapriſme of Chriſt by the 
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will tollow from the nor uſei denyed : as shall appear 
by examining the —— wed, The firft is, 4d.

no mention made of eurward Hater, and Repemtence, and Remiſſion of 
ſins may be, and are found withour it, and where itis, both theſe 
are frequently wanting : But though ir should be underſtood of out · 
ward water, it is ſpoke but to particulars, and is no univerſal com- 
mand, The Second is, 1 Per. 3.21. The lite figure whereunto, even bap- 
riſme deth alſo ſave : But the very follow Ving vvords doe give an 
anſyrex to that, and clear the meaning, not to be of Water baptiſme, 
ſaying , Not the purting aw4y the filth of the flerh , but the anſwer of a good 
conſcience towards God, by the reſurrecbion of leſus Chriſt, The Third is 
Act. 22.16, Ariſe and be bapiiſes, and wasb away thy ſins. Bur that a 
being baptiſed v vith vvater is a vvashing avvay of fin, thou canſt not 
from hence prove, ſeeing the contrary is abundantly vvitneſſed , and 
ſuppoſe Water · baptiſme vvere here to be underſtood, it being but 
ſpoke to one, infers no univerſal command. The Fourth is Epbeſ. 5. 
yer. 26. That hee might ſandlifie and cleanſe it; with the ming of water , 
But by vvater cannot here be underſtood outyyard VV ater , but that 
of the VYordand Spirit, for the next Verſe ſpeaks of preſenting it vv 
Fur ſpot , er vrrintle: Which the eutypard VV ater cannot doe, ſee the like 
place Iobn, 3. 5- Fuleße a man be borne of the yyater , and ef the Spirit, 
hee cannot enter into the kingdome of Gad. Novv if by Water here, vvere 
to be unde ritood em yd PV ater, it v vould inferre that VV ater baptiſme 
is abſolutely neceſſary to Salvation, vvhich thou ſayeſt, thou canſt not 
affirme vvith Papiſts, Laſtly, thou citeſt, Gal. 3. 7. For 4s many 4s 
have beene baptized imo Chriſt have put on Chriſt; But VV ater Baptiſme can. 
not be here underſtood , becauſe many vvho are baptiſed vvith VVs- 
ter, never put on Chriſt , nor bear his Image , but the Divells, and are

5- And vyhereas, it is ſaid by ſome, that the Water Bap- 
tiſme, and the Baptiſme by the Spirit is but one, becauſe of that a- 
ent betvvixt the ſignification of the Water, and the ; Spirit , 
— ſignified; this is a yyreſting of * Scripture, as much, asif 
2 one 
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: (52) 
one shouldſay , rhat all thertipes figures , and sbadower of the old Teſta- 
ment, were one with the ſubſtance ſigniſied by them, and conſequently 
that theſe Tipes are all nowto be upheld and uſed, whereas indeed, the 
coming of the SubFance ends the figures, among which are the divers 
Baptiſms, for ſo should the place betranſlated, Heb. g. 10. which were 
impoſed untill the time of Reformation, but are no longer binding, ſince 
the Reformation is come. 

Thou endeſt this matter, vvith aſſerting , That thou canſſ ſafely ſay, 
that the Spirit of God concurring with , and lie fing this ordinance ; It is a 
| proſitable m2ane to further our vation: but if ſo be it bz no ordinance 
6; of Chriſt, as heretofore is proved, then wee cannot expect, that 

1 the Spirit will concurre with it; but indeed that hee is provoked by 
it, conſidering the abuſes in your ai mini ſtration of it: as Fiſt, in admi- 
niſtring it to Infants, for which yee have no command, nor example 
in Scripture: Next, in cauſing ignorant people to promiſe and en- 
gage before God, that the Children sh ill orſake the Direl, the 
Fend, and the Fletch, while they themſelves be ſla ves to all the 
three, and many more abuſes, as that vvhereby yee pretend to in- 
roule Children as Members of the Church of God , which is pure and 
boly : it being ofteatimes an occaſion, of exceſſe and drunkenneſſe; 
and is indeed, rather like an incolling under the Divels banner, ſeeing 
it is for moſt part accompanied with — his work, therefore it it 
ſo farre from being hazardous to contemne ſuch an ordinance, of man, 
| that it cannot be, 1 hurtfull to continue in it. 

* In the Third place, Pag. 39. thou comeit to prove, that the Lords 
4 Supper ſo called, is an Ordinance of leſus Chriſt: For which thou 
bring(t , as a Firſt Reaſon, that Teſus Chriſt vu the Author , and Or- 
dainer of it, but that proves not; That it was to be of perp2taal 
continuance, Nor thy Second Reaſon, for though, the Diſciples were 
bid doe it, in remembrance of him, they were not bid doe it aliwayes : 
Neither will, Ack. 2. yer 42. which thou bringeſt as a Third Proofe , 
ſerve thy turn, for by co _—_ vvith Perſe 46. it is evident, 
thut th it breaking of bread was their ordinary eating, for it is (aid 
they continued daily with one accord in the Temple, and breaking bread 
fron bouſe to houſe, did eat their meat with gladneſs and ſinglenes of 
beart, ſo that this was a daily eating, from houſe to bouſe , and not 
ar all {ach an eating, as yoars is, which you have but once, or 
ttrice, or thrice in a year, or at ſuck ſet tyms, as you appoint to 
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your ſelves; whereas theirs . an eating from houſe to houſe , 
wherein they received food ſufficient to their bo lily nourichmear : 
your eating is not ſo: You vvil not have your Sacramental Bread 
and Wine, fo called, to be uſed in private Houſes, or, Familiies , 
and your eating, is rather a mock - eating, vvherein you doe not 
eat, that which is ſufficient to the Bodily noutishment (as theſe did 
AF. 2.42. 45.) every one of you taking a little bread about the quan- 
tity of a Beane, vvherein you have no example from the Saints, but 
rather from the Papiſt, , vvho have their vvafers. | 
Ag une, this eating mentioned Acts, 2. ver. 42+ 46. is conjoined _=_ 
with this, that they ſold their poſſefions, and bat all thingrin common, 
and ſo. they did eat together daily in common , which is not like 
Jour eating; Now it you would make. their example, and 
and practiſe, our Rule, why doe yee nat ſell your poſſeſſions, 
as th y dil, zn have things in com non? alſo why doe yee not 
abſtaine from eating blood, an1 things ſtrangled, as they did? 
and why doe yee not wish one anothers feet, which they were 45 ſq- 
lemn'y commanded to doe, as to take and eat, &c: lob. 13. 14» 
15. It you (ay , theſe things were but to continue for a time, : 
what ground haveyee to aſſyme, that theſe were not alwayes .4 
to continue, and thoſe of Water - Batpiſme and breaking bread 
were to be alwayes continued; For a Fourth Reaſon thou ſayeſt 
Paul recom nended the praiſe of this to the Church of Corinch. Cor. 11. 23. 
Anſw. thit hee recommended it unto them by way of command. 4 
wee deny, for hee delivered unto them no command to practiſe it, "> 
but thut which hee delivered unto them was the Relation of the mat» ö 
tet of fact as what the Lord did in the night, wherein hee vvas be- 
trayed; Thou ſayeſt , The ApoiHle doth not only here relate the matter of 
fait, bat like wiſe '104arrants the frequent uſe of this ordinance : it is one thing 
to warrant the aſc of it and farre another to command the uſe of it, 
wee doe not deny but the uſe of it, vvas lavvfull, and vvarrantable 
atthartyme, but vvee ſay, it vvas not commanded unto them, 
but left, or permitted to them, as theſe vvords import, as often 
aryeeeat, & c. and againe , let 4 41 examine bunſcife and ſo let him eat; 
the vyords imoly no command, bat only that they vvere in the + 
uſe, or prattile of it, and _ therein hee gives them direc= * 
tion, hazy they might uſe it, ſo 2s not to reccive hurt there by 
, F 3 novy 
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Now that the Cerimbiam were *X in many things, and did many 
things by permiſſion , is clear by the whole ſtraine of that Bpiſiie to 
them. For a Fifth Reaſon; thou ſayeſt, thou readeſt not in Scripture, whers 
Chriſt , and bis Apoſtles d aboliſh it, Anſw: if it were fo, that then 
there was no abſolute need, for the very inflitution intimats the 
abolishing thereot at Chriſt his coming, as to any neceſhty by way 
of command, though afterwardsit might have beene uſed by per- 
miſſion, being gradually to paſſe away, as did other things, for 
Circumciſion , was abolished by the coming of Chriſt ; yet it was uſed 
after his coming, together with divers other leyyich ceremonies ; But 
as concerning the abolishing or ending ot it lee 1. Cor. 10. 15. 16. 17, 
I ſpeake as unto vviſe men, judge yee vrhat I ſay , the cup of bleſſing vrbich 
vyee bleſſe , is it not the communion of the blood of Chriſt? the bread yrhich 
yree breaks is it not the communion of the body of Chriſſꝰ And then hee pro- 
ceeds to shew , what that bread was, for (faith hee) vyee being 
many are one bread. Now what is that one bread? is it the out- 
pyard, or is it the inrvard and ſpiritual? if it be the outward , then 
there is noinward and Spirituall bread, Or if it be the inward, and 
Spirituall, which is that one bread , then that outward bread , ( as 
being, but a figure ) is ceaſed from being ot uſe, as to any neceſſity, 
and this hee ſpoke unto the wiſe who ſaw beyond the sbaddovy, and 
figure , unto the ſubſtance , the end of itʒ which was that beayenty bread 
and retreshment , which Chrift himlelte giveth unto theſe ſouls to feed 
upon, who know the miſtery ot his indwelling in them; which 
bread is indeed his body, So that now the bread being ene, which is 
the body of Chriſt the out ward bread hath no place in the ſupper of the 
Lord ; tor then there should be not ene bread, but ryvo : for the out- 
ward bread , and the inward are tyre, and not one bread. and if an 
ſay , the outward bread , though it be not properly the body of ch 
and thing ſigniſied, yet it may be ſaid to be one vvith it, becauſe of 
that agreement, betwixt the ſigne, and the thing ſignified, 

I anſvver, that is not ſufficient, vvby the outvvard bread should 
be called the one bread, or one vviththething ſignified» othervvile by 
the ſame evaſion one might plead for the continuance of a} the Sacri- 
ice and offerings , of Rams, and Balls and Goats , and ſay they are one 
vvith that one offering of Chriſt, mentioned Hebr. 10. 14. becaus they 
ſignified that one offering: Now were nct this an abominable 
wickt- 
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vyteſting of the Apofiles werd, to lay, All theſe outyvard of- 
terings vvere the one offering , becaus they did fignify it ? For 
indeed hee does contradiltinguish them, from this one offering , 
that becaus of its 22 hee inferrs they were to paſſe away. 
And ſo it is as plaine that the Apoſtle contradiſtinguisbed, betwixt 
that owe bread and the outward bread, together wi h the other Figures , 
and chadowes, according to which , writing to the Coloſſians he 
ſaith Coloß. 2. 16. 17. let no man condenme you in meat , or drink or bely 
day , or New mene, or Sabbath days which are 4 thadow of thimys to © 
come, but the body is of Chrift. And hee bids them ſcebe the things 
above, and not the things, whichthe Apoitle ſaid, ded perub in the 
uſing , ſa7#ng touch not, tall wot handle not. Cole. 2. 10. 21.22 Com- 
pazed with Coleß. 3. 1. 2. which hee ſpoke, becausthey began to lay 
too great a weiglit upon theſe things , and to hold them up as perpe- A 
twall which wer to paſſe away: tor a Sixth Reaſon, thou ſayeit, rhe | 
Apeſiles, and Primitive Chrivtians who did partake of the Spirit in a large 
meaſure did uſe it. Anſ. that they uſed it tor ſome tyme is granted, 
but that they uſed it as cf neceſſity , or command, is „nor 
did they uſe it for themiel ves, but for the ſake of the weeke who 
could it be ſuddenly weaned from its Thy Seventh Reafon, is , that 
it is the mind , and will of God , that thir ordinance sbeuld be continued in | 
bis Church unt ill the ſecond coming of Chrift to judgement, By which Second p 
coming thou, and you, underſtand his outwardeomng for which you 
have no ground t to lay, that hee bid them obſerve it, till his out» 
ward coming ſo many hundred years after : for the Scripture ſpeakes 
nothing fo , but thus ce chew forth my death , till I comer: now 
wee lay, hee did come according to his promiſe in a Spirituall and 
iaward way of appeararce in their hearts, feeding them, with the 
heavenly feed , and refreshiwent of his one life and, Spirit which is 
the ſubſtance , and concerning this coming hee fpoke unto them, in 
many places , particularly lobn. 14. 18. 1 willnetleave you fatberieſſe , 1 
vill came unte you. Tet a litile while, and the world, feeth me not, but vet bali 
ſie me: and ver. 23. I any man love me » bee will keep my word , and my 
Father will love hm. and wee will come ine u, and make out abode with. 
bim : which coming was inward g according to verſ. 20. you it e. 
and | in you. Au thoſe that wuneiled im thus come, needed ne t out- 
ward bread and wine to teu embet them of him, ſot his owne Spirit 
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would bring all things to their Law EN : they need not looke 
upon the figure and sbadoyy z who have the Subſtance: Paul faid , wee 
looke not upon things, which are viſible neither will Gods condeſ- 
cendence to thrit weakneſſe, who were but newly redeemed from 
out of a maſle of heathenish ſuperfitions , prove a command, ora rule 
tothe whole Church, or a warrant tor any, now to be tound in the Ad- 
- miniſtration thereof; & to hold up the outward figure, doe cloake them- 
ſelvs , by shutting out, , and denying the Spiritual appearance of 
Cbrift,as hee doth immediatly reveal himſelfe in his children, in whom 
he has made manifelt , the ſubſtance, which ends the shadow. For 
an Eighth Reaſon thou ſayeſt, that perſons yybo caſt off this ordinance, are 
theix ſoules great ene mies, for they ſtand in the yvay of their ſoules Spirunall 
good un that this is a Spiritual nouriihing, ſtrengthening ordmance, whereSpiri= 
ruall food is offered, and delicate meat and drink, for ſtrengthening believers, in 
their journey to hearen; To vvhich I anſvver, that thoſe vvho neglect 
n deſpiſe having fellovyship and communion vvith God, and 

laugh and ſcoffe at the uſefull , and neceſſary duety of vvaiting 
the Lord in ſilence, vvherein his children teele their ſoules enki 
with the Body, and blood of Chriſt , and with ſpirituall Manna which deſ- 
cends from heaven, and is diſtilled into their ſoules; not only, once, 
or twieea year (which are the ſeaſons, wherein that which thou 
eermſt Spirituall food, is miniſtred among you) but daily, and 
hourely, by the fresh ancoms of life ſuch indeed ate to ihc it ſouls, great 
enemies, though they be ſticking to the performance of ſome ex- 
ternall ceremomes wherein in former times, God (in condeſcen- 
dence to ſome , becaus of the ſimplicitie of their hearts) appeared, 
and yet even then frequently , as much, and more, at other tymes. 
But now the Sun i fer upon thoſe who will needs be upholding 
the :hadovyy , in oppoſition, to the ſubſtance : therefore their table is 
become polluted, and may more truely be termed the table of devils , 
then the communion of the Body of Chriſt, where a mixt multitude of 
all ſorts of wicked perſons, living out of Gods fear, fit dow ne toge- 
ther, being ſeemingly in words excommunicated from approaching , 
by the Preacher , and yet preſently admitted to it, by the ſame : and 
to turne away from ſuch an Ordinance ſo called, is no fin , nor hutt, 
but all whobecome obedient to the lt of Chrift in them, will ſind it 
their place to forlake it, as being ſuch an ordinance, yyhich the 
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A poſile ſaid , touch ot, 14ft rot, handle not , vybich is all to perub vi 


In the fourth place Pag: 41: iben yyiltprove,, that the miniſlerie of tho 
vrerd is anordinance of leſus Chriſt : becaus firſt Chriſt, appoimed MiniRers 
and Paftors to be in bis Church; But this cannot be aſſerted in oppoſi- 
tion to the Quakers, vvho grant the ſame. And vyhy citeſt thou, Eph. 
5. 11. and. 1. for, 12. 8. which if they prove the continnance of Paſ- 
tors, and teachers, prove alſo the continuance of Prophets, Evangelifts , 
and Apoſtles, vybich yee dedy. As to the ſecond Reaſon that the Maniftrie 
is not common to all, bat that there be ſome Paſtors and teachers , is alſo ovv- 
ned by us: Yet that kinders not, but that any at a time may ſpeake, 
vrhen the Saints are mett together, as the Lord mayesby his Spirit. 
according to 2. Cer. 14. 31. for it is one thing to be particularly cal- 
led to the Muniſtrie, and another to be moved to ſpeak at a particular 
time: vxhich diſtinction that it vvas uſuall among the Apoſiles in the 
Primitive times is calilie obſerved, in the forenamed Chapter, Fot a 
Third Reaſon, thou ſayeſl, whom God calleth ro the Minifirie , be dath i 
either immediatly , without the nueryention of men, or mediatly by men 
authoriſed ſor that purpoſe: but for this, thou bringſt no proote neither 
art thou able to make out, that ever God called any, under the 
nevy covenantſo mediatly to their Minifirie by men, as they vvere 
not to have an immediate call in themſelyes: Though the appro» 
bation of good and experienced men, in its place, is pot denyed by 
us, butdearly ovyned. Fourthiy thou ſayeit, whe ever pretends o an 
immediate call they ought for the ſatiifaction of others to shew ſignes., and 
token; of their Apoilleskip. to which I anſyver. That thoſe who come prea- 
ching tbe Goſpel! not 8 only, bus alſo in Poier, ani in the holy Ghoſt , 
and in the e ridence and demo»ſtration thereof; As it is. 1. Tbeſſ, 15, d. 1+ 
Cor. 2. 4. give ſufficient pioofe that they are called of God, though 
they come not vvith outvyard miracles, And though Paul came to 
ſome vvith miracles, vyhere hee preached the Goſpel, jet many 
beleived, vyho ſavy no outvverd miracſe. Allo wany of the | 
vyrought no miracle, nor lobn the Baptiſl. And though ſome mizacu- 
lous things came to paſſe about his Conception and lirih, thoſe doe not 
of themſelves prove him to be a Prophet, for riracylous things, 
& miracles vere vvrought upon many, yybo yyerenopt MUM. 
racle be neceſlarie toevince a man ſent of God , hee wuſt come vvirh 
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MOV. cc! 
theſe Miracles, before the people, vvhich Iobn, did not, nor did 
lona come vvith any Miracle to convince the Ninivites , but ſimply 
declared his meſſage. And lobn Calvin aſſerteth that there is no need 
of Miracles, and yet hee maintaineth, that in his day , God raiſed 
up Apoſtles, or Evangelifts , ſaying , that it vyas needfull ſuch should 
be, to bring back che poor people, that had gone aſtray after Antichriſt, 
Lib. 4. Chap. 3. Inſt. Neither did any Protef.ants pretend to doe any Mira- 
cles, they pleading ag ainit the Papiſts , that there was uo abſolute need of any 
in reſped they preached not 4 new Goſpell, bat that which was already confir- 
med with miracles by Cbrift , and bis Apoſtles. And ſo thy plea againſt 
us here, is the ſame, that ,yyas urged by the Papiſts, againit the 
primitive proteilants. An evill and adulterous generation, laid Chriſt , 
ſetheth after miracles; and though Miracles should be given, they 
who will not beleive, the teſtimony of the Spirit of God in their 
conſciences, bearing witneſſe to the truth, will not alſo beleive, 
becaus of Miracle, as wee ſee plainly in the lewer. And whereas thou 
fayeſt, Iobas immediate call is evident by the ſpecial predictions both 
of: Malachy , and Iſaras concerning him. So are there many ſpeciall 
prediftions, concerning the Lord his pouring forth of his Spirit 
upon many theſe latter dayes, to. prophecy or miniſter , as the 
Spirit should putt words into their mouths, And as for theſe Scripturs 
Tit.'s. 5, Af. 14. 24. which thou bringſt in the Fifth place they prova 
not, that thoſe Elders had not the Authority and call of the Spirit of 
God in themſelyes. And whereas in the Sixth place thou ſayeſt. chough 
Miniſters be ſet art, and ordained by men, yet their Miniſtry is not from 
men, but from God, Tanſwer; where the inward call and Authority 
of the Spirit of God is not witneſſed , it cannot be ſaid to be of God. 
and though Moſes be faid to conſecrate Auren , yer it doth not fol; 
loyy that Aaron, had ne immediat call from Cel. Sevembly, thou 
ſayeſt , The miniſtry ij ſo necefary , that it is the will of leſus Chrift , that it 
Should continge unto the end of the VPorld , Eph. x. 12- 13, But thy proofe 
from that Scripture is altogether impertinent as to you , ho be- 
lie ve not, that the Saints can be N in this life, ſeeing the Mi- 
niſtry is given for the perfecting of them. And that this perfection 
is on Earth, iscleat, from the follov ving verſe , That bence pu , wee, 
le no more 4s Children Nl to and fro, for in the other life, there, 
is no hazard of being fo raſſed, And if the Miniſtry perſected not 
men 
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men in this life , it no where pert. ceth them, forin the other life ir 
hath no operation upon them. TheLaw , and Priefibeed therof was a. 
bolithed , becaus it made nothing 1 62 , and if the Geſpell Mmiftrie 
should not make perte& it sboplg.alſs be abolished. And ſceing your 
Miniſtrie perlecteth not, its not the true Minſtrie of the Goſpell ; as in- 
deed it is not, for it ſtandeth not in the per of God, nor is it exerciſed 
in the will & motion of God, your Miniſtrie be ing ſuch, that the whole 
ESSE, or BEING of it, may be, without ſaving, grace : or true bolines, 
you expreſly affirming that helines is not neceſlary, to the being of a 
Mimſter but that a man may be a Miniſter of the Goſpell, who pe. to 
be received, and heard, though hee have not the leaſt graine of bolines. 
Eightbly thou ſayeſt, they who coſt off the Mimfterie of the word, wrong their 
owne ſoules, Cc. Anſvv. if it be underſtood of the Mmiſtry of Chriſt, it 
is granted, but of yours, it is denyed, 

In the Fifth place Pag. 44. T hou vvouldſt prove that the Lords people , 
are under a tye , & engagement to kgep the firſt day of the yyeek for a Sabbath 
For a Firſt Reaſon, thou ſayeſt, the Fourth commande mem requires the 
keeping bely of ene day of ſeven ; but as it requires the obſervation of 
one day of ſeven, ſo it expreſly inſtanceth that day to be the ſeventh, 
yvhich day yee keep not: vvherter as to the Second Reaſon, if the com- 
mand, be morall and perpetuall, as thou calleſt it, it eught to be kept in eyery 
eim efu; vyhich yee not doing, therein condemne your ſelves, 
but the outyvard Sabbath or the keeping one day of the yveek , for a 
Sabbath, is not perpetuall, but abolished together vvith the new moons , 
and other feaits , of the Jeyves . ſee Colaſ. 2. 16. 17, Let no man Judye 
you; in meat , er drink, or boly day , er new mene, or ſabbatY . 
which are 4 thadow of things td come . See alſo Ram. 14. vyhich pfaialy 
holds forth all dayes under the Goſpel to be alike , and ſaid Pau to che 
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not ſo ſlraĩt · laced, but they will — leſſe neceſſary things, then to fly 
from a danger on that day. And as the outward j e, detireth, that hee 
may not be putt to fly, on his outwatd Sabbath, ſo the inward lew , 
in Spirit, defireth much more that hee may keep his Sabbath, which 
is his $pirituall reſt in Chriſt, that the enemy oft ſeeketh to breake , 
to cauſe him to fly on his Sabbath day, but this to you is a Miſtery. Vir. 
what the Sabbath, of them who belei ve, is Heb. 4. 9. 10. There rem. unet h 
ther ſor a Sabbatiſm, to the people of God, and bec, that is entred into bis reſt 
bath ceaſed from his one works , as God did from bis. 

And that this Sabbath, or reſt is not an outward day, is plaine, be- 
caus in the next yerſe hee ſaith let us labour therefore to cater into 
that reſt. But if it were an outward day it might be eaſily entred 
into, butthis is ſuch a reſt as none can enter into; who hearken not to 
the voice of the Lord, by beleiving and obeying it. For a Fourth Re- 
ſon, thou ſayeſt, rhough yer keep not the ſame day the Iewes did, yee have 
the ſame authority for keeping your day , that they had for therrs. Hence this 
day, that wee keep ((ayelt thou) is called the Lords day Rev, 1. 10. it be- 
ing ſet apart by the Lord for his ſervice , and 4s 4 Special memorial of bis Re- 
ſurrection, Aoſw. but for all this, here ls no probation at all, but meer 
aſſertions. If yee have the ſame Authority, produce it, and let us ſee 
it . Iobn was inthe Spirit on the Lords day, therfor the firſt day of the 
week ought to be kept, how hangs this together * Prove that Toby 


meant the firſt day of the weck: wee read much in Scripture, of the day of 


the Lord, which is the Lords day, but no where doe find it called the 
day of the week, ot any other natur day. For it is ſpiritual , 
and as God called the naturall light , day, ſo hee calleth the Spiritaall 
light of his appearance (where the Sun of righteouſnes ariſeth with bealing 
ander bis wings) Day. Aud this is the day of the Lord, whetin his 
people rejoice, and are glad. And whereas thou ſayeſt, it is ſet Aon 
the Lord, 4s 4 Speciall memoriallef bis reſurreftion. This is thy naked al- 
ſection » without any shadow o proo &if thou wilt ſay, that there- 
fore it is to be a holy day, becaus hee roſe on it, Is not this a faire in- 
let to all the Popisb holy Dayes? If yee keep one day for his Reſurtec- 
tion, why not one day for his Conception, another for his Birth, another 
for the Aununciation of the Ange, another for his being crucified , an- 
other for his Aſcenſion & then wee shall not want holy dayes in good 
Rage. Fiftbiy thou ſayeſt. who oppoſe the Sabbath dg » fin againſt _— 
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and equity , and Inftice. Anſw. It is granted, bat who oppaſe your day 
—. have made, or i rouge be the Sabbath , doe not 
fig againſt any ot the tere-ſa1d, it in other things they keep 
as che rule of mercy, and juſtice, Firſt they —— 
mercy, if through all tbe dayes of the week, they be fouud jo-that x1 
which is for the good ot inemſelves, and their neighbours. Not lay» 
ing too heavie burdens , upon their one foules , by cxceffive'care 
and labour in outward things nor yet forcing their bodily o 
beyond the rule of mercyand love. not impoling any things upon cet 
ſervants, or cattell, contrary to merey. For it the Law tequired 
mercy , even in theſe things, much more the Goſpell, ſo that wee” 
rant, times of reſt are to be given uato Serxams, and Beats, and 
ercy is to be shewed unto them, more then under the Ln. 
And thus is the end ofthe Sabbath an[wered, which war made for man: 
yea, this is indeed to keep the S abath. To undoc every burden, and to let 
the oppreſſed goe free , both as to the inward , aud the outward... And 
the Lords People have frequent times, more then once a week, where - 
in, laying aſide their outward affairs for a ſeaſon, they may and doe

w. Hee is aS not only to ſave from fins, but alſo from the 
vonſequence; of fin , and not only from the fruits and branches of it, but 
from the ſeed ; and they are ſaved from ſia, who are not ſuffered to fall 
into it. And ſo theſe infants , whom the Lord takes away in their in- 
faxcie, that they might not fin, are ſaved from it, It is ſalvation, to 
be kept from falling into a pit, as truly , as to be taken em of it , after 
the falling in.

1 heſe and many ſuch inſtances arc in 
Scripture, not do the Scriptures cited by thee prove the contrary; as Phi- 
lp.1.6, which is to be underftood no otherwiſe, then as the condition 
is performed upon their part. * 3: 14» Wee are malt partakers of 
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Chrift, if wee bold ſaſ the principle of our eſt ablichment, (or wherby wee are 
eſtabliske?) firme um be end; and ſo theſe, ho hold talt this Prinaple, 
witnefitthe work | which God hath begun in them, to be carried on 
- antillthr dey of chu, eventill hee be complearly formedan them , and 
the y in him. it may be ſuppoſed , that Paul was 23 contident that God 
would perfect the Vork began in himſelte, and yet bee ſuppoſerh , it 
might be othei wife , where he ſayeth leaſt preaching the Goſpelltoorhers, 
I my ſelſe become a coſt ura. And though ſome fall away, the diſho- 
ur of the foolish builder cannot be caſt upon Gd, but upon them, 
who fall away : fot it ſtandeth very well vvith the im, and po- 
wer ot Gov; to fuffer them to tall a ay, who knowingly, ard 
wilfully depart from the Lord, and will not concurre , ub bum in the 
work, as ſubordinate Inflrumems, but reſiſt him though he. emvice , 
' and call, yea raw them; The nextthon citeft; is, 1. Peer. 14. 
Anſw. Such as art fo kept by the power of Gd, it is through Fah, 
' but as they abide not in thar power, thrGugh Faith, but va from 
it, they tall, and cannot but fall away; And a+ for lerem,/ 32. 40. ci- 
ted by thee, it should be rranſlated thus, Il pure my fear nuo their 
hearts , that they may not depart from me, ſo jun and Tremelliys ver- 
fon or not to depart from me, as the deptuagint hathit, Now to ſay, that 
may , net depart,” is one thing , and to ſay, rhry canner dopant ,} is 
-another, Yet whete the fexr of God coms ſo to be raiſed and-eftablizhed 
in the heart, over all, wee belerve ſuch canner depart , butevery one, 
is not attained to that State, where yet the fearot God may have ſoine 
place. And as touching theſe other Scriptures. Toh. 10. 29. 28, 29. And 
Toby. 13.1. and. 1. Joby! 2 19. they ſpezke of thoſe, who are come 
to a through Regtheration ,, who (wee dor beleive) can never fall a- 
way ; as being ver into the perfect Nature of the elect sheep and Chi- 
drey. Nor doth it follow, from this that one may be a Chud of Gui to 
day, and a Childof the divell to morrow, for theſe, who are once, 
properly the children of God through a true and through-regeneration , 
can never become the chilotren of the del, nor be cait du of Gods 
ciall love, that hee bearetꝶ to his oe children, For to end 
matter, thou ſayeſt it ts ſafer to queſtion rhe tyarh of the graces of theſe th 
fall away , then the dottrine of the perſeverance of the Saris, But doeſt 
thou looke upon the Quebrry ah tallen away? it thou doett, 
how comes it, tharthou belpeakeſt chem in thy Epiflle, as thoſe,

who have had reall Grace, ſaying to them, did yes attaine to that 
knowledge of, and acquaintance with God, which'yee have, in 
the uſe ef ordinances / and againe , yee did ran well, who did hin- 
der you?

which have beene the means of their converhon? Or are theſe words 
only a loabs kiſle , by vvhich thou vvouldeſt kiſſe the Quakers, vvhile 
inthe meane tyme , thou haſt aſvvord hid under thy cloak to ſtrike 
them thorough, under the fifth rib, But the Quakers are avyare of 
thee , and having onthe armour of God, are out of thy reach. 

In the laſt place. 50. thou uñdertakeſt to prove, that our et- 
rors (as thou calleſt them) rend to relagiournes , and Atbeiſm; becaus 
they tend to take ayvay the ryorship due to God, but ir hath beene 
heretofore proved , that vvee deny not true Vor ſbip, but only 
your dolatreus ſuperſtitions iworships , vehich cannot truly be called the 
VYorcp of Gd. Our vvay (thou ſayeſt) rends to irreligioumes j becaus 
frequently , weegoeto meat, and come from it, vvithour ſeeking a bleſ. 
ſing, or returning tha#ks; which is to deny Goda part of that Worship, 
vyhichis due to him. 1. Tim. 4. 4. 5. Anſvv. to receive the gifts, and 
benefits of God, vvith thanks giving and to vvitnes it bleſled, and 
— by the werd, and prayer, is owned by us: and to 

novv this ſo, yvithout taking off the hat, or uſing of formall ſpeak- 
ing of vvords, (though it be a thing frequently uſed by us alſo) 
tends to no irreligiouſnes: , for it is a thing uſuall among us, vyhen 
vyee ſit doyynetocat, to yvait upon the Lord, for ſome time that 
vyer may feel his preſence , and knovy our ſelyes ſtated in his fear, 
to vvhich the bleſſing is o and as vvee there ſtand , if any outvvard 
expreſſions, be required of any, then in Gods fear, they may utter 
them, and this is to knovy , the b indeed, and to be in the 
place, that is blefſed, But for people that are converſing, out of 
Gods fear, ſtated in a Light airy Spirit, not only many tymcs 
laughing and ſcoffing , but ſome times even blaſpheming , preſent- 
ly ſo foone as the meat cometh, to clap off their hats, and ſpedle a 
feyy vvords in a cuſtome, and ſo ſoone, as they have done, fall to 
their former vvork againe: is not this Atheiſme, and irreligiousnes ? 
forif ſuch did think of God aright, and knovy , vyhat it vvere to 
fear him, they vvould be far from addreſſing themſelves in ſuch Poſ- 
tures unto hm, neither could they be ſoimpudent, as to expect a bleſ- 
12 ſing 
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ſing from him, while they ſtand in that condition, to which the curſe 
is annexed, 
In the ſecond place. P. 51. Thou ſayeſt, Dath not the taking men 
off from prayer, tend to Irreligiousnes , and Atheiſme / Now you teach, wee 
muſt not pray in private, nor in families, without an impulſe therefore. 
Anſw. This is no ſound argument; to take men off from prayer, 
tends to irreligiousnes, is granted, but to (ay , thata man cannot, 
nor ought not to pray , without the Spirits drawing, and motion 
which you commonly name by _ e (a vvord, vyhich common 
le doe not underitand) hath no ſuch tendency,or,that it takes any 
. ayer, truly ſo called is denied. For hath that a bad tendeacie' 
which take's men off from ſuch Prayers, as ate abomination, & are not 
true Prayers, but bypocritical,and deceitful? As all ſuch-Prayers are that 
are performed without the help of the Spirit, Wee lay, whoſoever can 
ray to the Lord indeed, let them pray, wee are not to torbid them, 
— that any can pray without the Spirit that wee deny, according to 
i 1. Cor. 14. 15. I will pray with the Spirit, Oc. And Rom. 8. 26. - 
wiſe alſo, The Spirit belpeth your infirmities , for wee know not , what wee 
Sbould pray for, as wee ought: Now if wee know not, hat to pray for, 
without the Spirit, how can wee pray without it? Paul dark. not ad- 
venture upon this * , without the aſſiſtance of the Spirit (yea, hee 
ſaid, no man could ſay, that Jeſus is the Lord, but by the boly Ghoſt) 
but here, an arrogant generation will needs be praying without 
it, which yet is not Prayer, and ſuch families where this only is uſed, 
cannot be truly ſaid to call upon Ged , while ſuch truely may be ſaid 
ſo to doe, that wait upon the Lord, and ſtami in his fear, and bring 
forth the fruits of righreouſnes , though they be not, ſo much in the 
external ſignification of words, which alſo at times is found in our 
families, as the Lord requireth it, and giveth utterance. And where- 
asthouſayeſt , That thox beleiveſt it will be found, that ſome of us , for the 
ſpite of 4 whole Teare have not ſo much, as once bowed 4 Eee to call 
God in their families, What ground baſt thou, for this thy beliefe : 
May they not bow their knees in their families, though it be hid from 
the obſervation of malicious eyes, who way ſo aſperſe them? May 
they not pray in ſecret, and be ſeene of the Father to pray. according 
to Math 6.6, Though wn ar be ſeene by the eyes of malicious 
Spyes? And where a publick teſtimony in words is required, —

alſo given, nor doe wee know any friends of truth, who have any , 
ther in the family, and wait together, together, and pray 
together, and that much oſtener, then thou inſinuats, ſometimes 
without , and ſometimes with the outward fignification of words, 
ſo that wee returne this thy charge as falſe and malicious. Thou ſayeſt, 
If this impulſe be denyed for Tears , men all that while ( according to w ) 
muſt not pray. But here thou ſpeakeſt as one, wholly unacquainted 
with the wayes , and motions of the Spirit, to ſuppoſe ſuch a caſe, 
which cannot be ; for the — and motions of the Spirit, and 
eſpecially unto Prayer, are very frequent, unto thoſe who wait tor 
them, and are as neceflary unto the Children of God, as their dayl 
bread, yea and more, whichthe Father withholdeth not, but — 
in due ſeaſon. But many times, the Spirit of Prayer, is felt to move, 
and is anſwered, when there is no liberty given, to ſpeake words, 
in the hearing of others; nor is thy other ſuppoſition lefle vaine, and 
foolish, that if aman , Were at the gates of death, and in lager of preſent 
drowning , yet without animpulſe 5 ( as thou calleſtit) bee muſt not ad- 
venture to cry to God for mercy, and belp; for ſuppoſe he did cry, 
vvithout all help of the Spirit, vvhat vvould it avail him, vvould it 
have any acceptance vvith Ged ? Shew us, vvberever a ſpitleſſe pra- 
yer, vvas accepted of dad, or required: Nay , it is a yaineoblation, 
vrhich is expreſly forbidden, and it is expreſly commanded , 
that praying be alvvayes in the ſpirit. pb. 6. 18. And as for the Saints, 
vrhen they are dying, or in any difficulty, wee know, the Spirit of 
prayer will never be wanting, to breath through them, at ſuch occa- 
lions; and to give words, as there is a ſervice for them. 

But further, thou alledgeſt, that this Principle of ours, leadeth to 


fore God (chou fayeſt / or ay other piece of ſervice , ſeing you bave ſalve. 


At hand: to bel this ſore, tba is , the want of an impulſe. Anſw. If 
any fall into ſecurity and refraine prayer, it is not, that our Prin- 
ciple teadeth into it; for our Principle leadeth out of all ſecurity, 
into continual! watching unto prayer » and wating upon the motions of 
the Spirit of God; now ifavy feel not thele motions, they are nothing 
the leſſe guilty , becaus by their neglect, — —— the Lord to 
withholi chem, and render elyes out ol frame to teel , or en- 
; 
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tettaine them, and thus who neglect the worbip of God, are juſtly un- 
der con e unatiom and if they have peace, it is but a talte which 
will faile them; andas for our peace, wee have found it, * — 
peace , but wee have not come byit, atter ſuch a way, as theu 
talſely , and rashly judge: as by neglecting the worsbip of God, and 
{kopping the mouth otxonſcience, but by being turned to that living 
VVerdand Law ef Godin our hearts, by loving it, and cleaving to it 
yea by — re proofes & chaſtilements of Goa through it, and 
lubmitting to the judge ment ot it, when it hath beene «ar 4 hammer, 
and as aſword, and as afire in us , breaking in pieces , and all 
that falſe unſound peace, wee bad created to our ſelyes , inthe day of ourwalien- 
ation , from the light of God in . And unto peace wee are come 4 
through great tribulation of ſoule, even ſuch, as thou art a ſtranger 
unto , being ignorant both of the one, and the other, and ſo haſt 
therein shewed thy folly in judging whatthou knoweſt not. And as 
for woefull ſecurity , wee know not, where it more abounds, then 
among hypocriticall profeflors , who, with rhe V bore in the Proverbs , 
offer up them ſacrifice; of mornang and evening prayers , and thereby create a 
peace to themlelyes, though they let their hearts goe a whoring af - 
ter their luſts all the day: did not the Phariſees pray much outwardly z 
and were much in other outward practiſes of devotion, and ſo created 
a falfe peace, and eſteeme unto ſel ves? And can you deny, but 
that there are many ſuch among you , who make up a falſe peace, to 
themſelves by leaning upon theit ourward pertormances ? Now what 
If 1 should charge this upon your Principle wouldſt thou think it fair 
dealing. 

Thirdly, Pag-52. Thou ſayeſt, Lorh not that opinion, tend to Athe.
